Tabe Darncl, Nigella ſeeds, 
White Hellebor, of each a Scraple , 
Sweet Marjoram, Rouſemary, Sage, 
of each half a drachm : Musk two 
grains, mix , and make a powder ; 
of which ler the quanrity of a Pea 
be blown into his Noftrils 1n the 
Morning. His Body being thus 
well purged, t opened the inmoſt 
Arm Vein, out of which, ( becauſe 
his Veins did firur with fulncfs, I 
rook a larpe quantity of Blood.

The third day we let him Blood 
again in the otner Arm, to the 
uantity of eight Ounces, and we 
Gi anoint the grieved parts with 
the Balſam of Sulphur, and the Ol 
of Wax mixed rogether. On the 
fourth day we gave him 1 drachm 
of our Antimonial Sulphur , with 
ſome drops of the Oy! of Cinnamon, 
mixed and incorporated with Ci- 
tron-peels in the form of a Bole, 
by which he did ſweat plentifully 
all that day, and the following 
day ; neicher was che Feaver an4q 
the other Symproms yer removed 
for all this 3 Therefore I ordered 
the following Juleps for that pur- 
poſe : We did exhibit morning 
and evening the PeRoral Decoi- 
on to the quantity of f1x Ounces, 
with two Ounces of the Syrup of 
Calts-feot, and one drachm of Sa! 
Praxella, and half an Ounce of the 
Syrup of Poppy, and one drachm of 
the diſtilled water cf Cinnamon ; 
from all which was prepared a 
Potion to be taken for one doſe, 
by which he was perfe&ly cured ; 
A Criſis happening by plentiful 
ſxeating the ſeventh and eleventh 
day; in which dayes, to help Na- 
ture to at its part, 1n order to 
a more plentiful Evacuation by 
lveat, we exhibired one drachm 
of our Sudorifich Antimony, as was 
ordered in the fourth day of his 
licknefs, and by theſe means he 
vs freed from thar mighty Dj- 
ſemper.

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VI. A Peripueumony wery dangerous. 


A Man about 4o years of Ape, 
was taken with a Peripneumeny, and 
lay in a very dangerous concition. 
He had a burning Feaver with a 
Cough , exceeding ſhortneſs of 
Breath, and a preat pain in his 
Breaſt, bur withour any ſwelling 
of the Pleura, I judged it to be a 
Peripntumony, and accordingly pro- 
ceeded to the Cure, as follows.

him breathe freely : Ar nighr go- 
ing to Bed, I gave him 3 grains of 
my Volatile Laudanum, this made 
him reſt exceeding well 3 The 
next morning going to ſee him, 
he told me he was well, and need- 
ed no more Phyſick. However [ 
ordered the former preſcription, 
with the uſe of Spirit of Harts-horn 
in all his drink, and the Volatile 
Laudanum to be taken for 3 dayes 
longer, in which tune he ſeemed 
ro be perfetly recovered. On 
che fifch day I purged him with 
Elixir Proprietats , of which he 
rook half an Ounce in a large glaſs 
of Sack, in the morning faſting.

alrhough the Feaver did continue, 
and that in an high depree, I ad- 
venrured to proceed to the uſe of 
ſweating Drinks made of Ebony and 
S2rſa, though all the other Phyſici- 
ans were againſt it. For the firſt 20 
dayes I boyled the Wood in En- 
dive-Water, Thereupon the Sanies 
(proceeding from an Ulcer in the 
Hip) began to be leflened, and the 
Feaver to be more mild. VWhere- 
fore I infiſted reſolutely in this 


Remedy, andI cauſed the decott- 
on to be made in Fountain Wa- 
ter inſtead of Endive Water, with

The cauſe 15 either 3#- 
word or outward ; the inward 1s the 
Pancrearick juice made ſharp 3 or 
a (harp lympha or juice in theSto- 
mach like to Aqua fortis, preying 
upon whatever it meets with : As 
alſo the ſharpneſs of the Juice of 
the Glandules of the Ozſophagus 3 
or the too long ſtay of the chyle in 
the Stomach, whereby it is made 
ſharp , and alſo from Worms. The 
atward cauſe is, the taking 1n too 
much of ſharp Meats, Sauces, or 
Medicines, too much Motion, Sack, 
or hot Spices.

In the cure hereof, the hunger 
it ſelf1s to be allayed, either wth 
the uſe of fat things, or with the 
yolks of Eggs hardned by boyling, 
or, which 1s beſt the yolk mixr 
with Wine, that che acid humour 
may be remperated. The matter 
which oftends in quantity is to be 
evacuated, which 1s thought to be 
beſt done with Hirra Picra, or an 
infuſion thereof in Wine 3 but pur- 
ges are cautiouſly ro be uſed. For

ſaith, I preſcribe no purging Medi- 
cine in cxcefhve Appetite, becauſe 
I know none which do gently bring 
forth ſharp humours. And expe- 
rience has confirmed, that thereby 
they are irritated, and with great 
pain, and greater hurt than good

Pearls, Red Coral prepared, of each a 
ſcruple, Chalk balf a (cruple , white 
Sugar three drachms, make a powder 
for ſix dojes, to be taken three or 
four times a day after eating. Salt 
and Oyl of Tartar per deliquium, are 
proficable in this caſe : Bur all Al- 
catious /clatile Saits a thouſand 
times tranicend the former rhings, 
Tin&ure of Cinnamon with Spirit 
of Wine is very profitable ; ſo alſo 
Oyl of Mace by expretjion. Five 
or fix grains of Amber-greaſeraken 
in a rear Egg , doth not only 
ſtrengthen the Stomach, bur hy a 
ſpecial qualiry cureth this Diſeaſe, 
Narcotick Medicines allo by dulling 
the too exquiſite ſenſe of the ſto- 
mach, diminiſh this Diſcaſe, and 
ſometimes cure the ſame.

This being hot, the child willingly 
drank ic, voided Wormes, and was 
preſently cured 3 its drink was 
Wine of Raiſons.

XV. Vomiting of Meat and Drink, a 
mo't whbement Cough, and Spit» 
ting Blood. 


A-Jeſuite twenty years of Age, 
being troubled as aforeſaid, I cu- 
red as followes. Take Fount1in-wa- 
ter ſix ounces, Oyl of Vitriol fo many 
drops as to mabe the Water Tart, This 
he drank in the morning faſting 
cold, and he took the ſame again 
an hour bcfore Supper, with 
which his Vomiting was preſenc- 
ly ſtopt. A Purgation. The 
day afrer he was purged with 
this following potion. Take petio- 
yal decoftion froe ounces, Caſſia new 
drawn one ounce, mix them. This 
he rook , which wrouglit many 
rimes with him, and he quickly be- 
came well. His drink was a deco- 
ftion of French - Barly ſweerned 
with Sugar ; His Meat was broth 
and other Liquids. Rulandys Cent.3.

XV. Vomiting up of Meat and Drink. 


A man more than 70 years of 
Age, vonuted up all thay he either

1og Medicines : I gavehim Tindure 
of Wormwood in Spirit of Wine, 
of which he drank a ſpoonfal or 
rwoin the morning faſting, and af- 
rer Vomiting, by which means it 
ſtayed.

He eat moderately, and 
what was ſavory wich Salt 3 his 
drink was water Chalybeated , 
made pleaſant with Syrrup of Juice 
of Citrons : By the uſe of theſe 
things he was well and perfectly 
cured.

XIX. Vomiting, Ferver, and Aſthma. 


Aman 3o vears old thus aftli- 
fied, through the help of the moſt 
Great and Good God I thus cured. 
Dryed Mint grofly beaten and made 
nto a quilr, was applyed warm to 
his Stomach , and with a faſting 
ſtomach (being firſt cleanſed) I 
gave a lirtle Spiric of Wine, and 
abour half an hour before cating, 
he took a drachm and half of the 
Conſerve of Wormwood , with

A man 45 years old was raken 
with a great Vomiting, Fainting, 
Ickneſs ar ſtomach, and Swoon- 
Ing, and wichal , a violent Diar- 
mea ; he lay 4n this condition 
dear ſeven weeks, being under 5 


46 Phyſicians hands who could | 


do him no good. They purged 
him, vomited him, Bliſtred, Cup- 
ped him, applyed the Seron, made 
Ifſues, and clog him with many 
Cordial Juleps as they called them, 
but all ro no purpoſe, for whatſoe- 
ver they gave him it came up , 
nor could they give him any thing 
that would ſtay with him, fo that 
the poor Gentleman was brought 
down even to Deaths door, and 
they gave him up to deſpair. In 
this wretched and miſcrable Con- 
dition he ſent for me, and delired 
if poſſible my help. , I conſidered 
his preſent ſad ſtate, and ſaw dan- 
ger enough to doubt , wherher I 
might alert hjs recovery ; howe- 
ver notwithſtanding all che dan- 
ger thar appeared, he engaged me 
to do whar I could for him.

give it ſor a draught. This he took 
for ehree mornings, Which gently 
cleanſed him both upwards and 
downwards ; In the Interim, in 
che day time, I cauſed him to 
drink Morning, Noun, aud Night 
l 4 a Uluts 
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a Glaſs of Wormwood-Wine, and 
ro take in all his drink, ten 
or 12 drops, or more as he 
could bear it of the Tintture of 
Wormwood, which mightily ſtrengrh- 
ned his ſtomach, and this Tinfure 
I cauſed him to take all the time 
of his Cure. I ordered alſo his 
whole breaſt and ſtomach to be 
bathed Morning and evening with 
the Powers of Wormwood, by which 
thoſe Viſcera and parts adjacent 
were mightily ſtrengthned, After 
the two firſt daies, I ordered him 
my Volatile Lanudanum, or Coralatl 
Pill, to be taken every night 
going to bed, which was given him 
trom three prains to ſx, gradually 
increaſing the Doſe; by the joynr 
uſe of rheſe few things, according 
ro the order I preſcribed, he ſud- 
denly began ro amend; yea, by 
rhe firſt Clyſter, and in I:{s than 
three daies time, the fears or dan- 
p:r cf Death were over, and in a- 
MDout 14 dates more he was brought 
back again to his former health, 
Salmon. 

XX1. Vomiting, Lnoſeneſs, Shortneſs 
of Breath, difficulty of Brea- 
thing, and Feaver. 

A little Child, a Girl between 
rwo and three years of Age, by rea- 
ſon of eating ſomething not agree- 
ing with theſtomach thereof, and 
aiſo by raking of cold, was ſeized 
with a very great Vomiting and 
Looſeneſs, Fainting Firs, Shortneſs 
of Ereath, difficulty of breathing, 
ang an Erratick or Wandering Fea- 
ver. Things had been given her by 
a furmer Phyſician and Apothtca- 
ry, but the Child grew ſo bad with 
their cold and infipid Juleps and 
Fnolcrics, rhat Life was deſpaired 


toall the Friends thereof, that it 
would certainly dy. Upon this 
the Parents ſent for me, when 1 
came to It, its pulſes were fo low 
thar they could not be felr ; It was 
ourwardly cold all over from head 
tofoot, its eyes ſeemed to be ſer, 
| and 1ts teech ſo..ſer that they 


| could not be opened ; ( this 
was about eleven in _ the mor- 
ning) and its - breath ſo ſoft as 
ſcarcely to be perceived , having 
had the might before near forty 
ſtools, befides almoſt as many Vo- 
mirs. In this deſpairing and truly 
deplorable and dangerous condit}- 
on, they entreated my help. I firſt 
preſcribed this Clyſter. Tabe Milk 
ſax ounces, being boyled, and ſomthing 
hotter than to exhibit, beat will with 
it the yolb of one Egg, with which 
mix three ounces of Cinnamon-wattr , 
and mabe a Clyflev, Tt was given 
abour One in the Afrernoon, which 
{taid with the Child abour an hour, 
and came away: I — 
preſcribed the ſame again, whic 
was given it about Four 1n the 
Afternoon ; this ſtajd with the 
Child, and it flept near Twelve 
hours, viz. till Four the next Mor- 
ning. Atmy going away, I order- 
ed the repeating of the Clyſter (o 
often, till the Diarrhwa was appa- 
rently ftopt 3 and that it ſhould be 
given to the Child for ſome dates, 
which was done. *Tis almoſt mi- 
raculous to ſee how the Child was 
revived by exhibiting the ſecond 
Clyſter, and how much good it 
continually found by the Admini- 
ſtration of the fame, being reitera- 
red, Without this ſingular help, 
it is to be feared the Infant had 
been loſt, nor did I know any 


of, and the Apothecary declared | thing on Earch beſides,which coun 
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{o long have retrieved its Life, till 
we could have applyed firand pro- 

remedies, and *ris to be feared, 
that they would have otherwiſe 
been applyed unſucceſsfully. The 
only ching at that time which I moſt 
ſeared, was a Chillneſs or Gangrene 
of the Guts, by reaſon of their 
corroſion, and raking cold by of- 
tengoing to Stool, which by this 
comfortable and Spirituous Clyſter, 
were warmed; ſtrengthned, corro- 
borated, and healed. By this it 
appears of how great uſe Aqua Vi- 


te, or Spirit of Wine are, in the | 


healing of all Wounds, Ulcers , 
Fluxes, and ſuch like in any part 
o the Body , and how that by 
luch like powerful and fpiriruous 
things great matters are done, 
which we here -commend ro rhe 
ſerious confideration of all ſuch 
vare profeſſors of our Art, Bur 
t our purpoſe again afrer the ſe- 
oy on in the time there- 

the Child was mighrily revived, 
forit ſlept near twelve hours, ex- 
cept waking only to rake in a 
ſoonful or rwo of Drink, or Cor- 
dal, or Sack, and foto fleep again. 
laallthar jr drank, for the firſt 
tdates I ordergd the Gutte vite 
bur, five, fix, or ſeven drops at a 
ame 3 of to give ten of twelve 
drops at a time, and to give it pun- 
tually four times a day. And in 
fe intermediate rimes, as it called 
br drink (which ir was oftcn apt to 
©, by reaſon of its late violent 
pirging uMvards and downwards, 
Mereby irs Body was as it were 
Cined,) I cauſed them ro pive 
teighe or ten drops of my Tin- 
kr of Coral, by which the Spi- 
a thereof were mightily revived, 
Wits fainting went away. But 


by reaſon that afrer four dayes the 
ſhorrneſs of breath ſtill continued, 
I ordered ſome few drops of my 
Spiritus Antiaſthmaticus to be given 
it, zn all its Beer, which was alſo 
boyled, -whereby in two or three 
dayes it began to breathe very free- 
ly, yer the ſtomach of rhe Child 
was very weak, for although it did 
not vomit as before, yet it would 
refuſe 1ts Meat, or take it very 
ſparingly; for which purpoſe, I 
cauſed irs beer to be boyled with 
Bay-leaves 1n it, and ro drop into 
every lirtle cup full (which it 
drank ar once) Tintiure of Coral 
ewelve drops, Spiritus Aperiens ten 
drops, theſe not to be dropt 1n at 
once, bur alternatim, as the Child 
called for any thing to drink, and 
conſtantly ro continue giving the 
ſaid Gutt.e vite four times a dayas 
aforeſaid for the firſt 11x dayes,and 
afcerwards only morning and eve- 
ning in a glats of Sack, ſixteen , 
eighteen, or rwenty drops atatime, 
which larger Doſe, the preſent ex1- 
gency, and extremity of the Dif- 
eaſe forced me ro : Outwardly her 
Breaſt or Thorax.and Abdomen were 
all over morning and evening ba- 
thed with the Powers of Caraways, 
which Powers of Caraways for 
change of Medicines ſake, I order- 
cd ſometimes to be given inwardly 
in the place of the Tint/nve of Co- 
ral aforenamed, Thus in nmeor 
ten dayes, this ſeeming obje& of 
Death was fo reſtored and recove- 
red out ot its jaws, that no print or 
foorſteps of the fear thereof was 
lefr behind, to the great content 
and ſarisfa&tion of rhe moſt indul- 
gent parents, Having now brought 
my lictle Patient thus far on to- 
wards a cure, to perie& and com- 
PicdT 
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pleat che ſame, and to pur her 
our of danger of falling into a 
relapſe, I ordered this powder to 
be pur into all her boyled drink in 
a bottle, and to pour conſtantly 
the clear drink off of ir, as ſhe 
drank it, by which her Stomach 
and Bowels were yet farther clean- 
ſed and ſtrengrhned : The powder 
is this. Tabs Rheabarb wiry thin 
ſliced, and broben into bits au ounce, 
Zedoary, Bay-berries, Contra yerva, 
Ana a drachm , mabe a groſs pouer, 
which rye up into a rag with a 
ſtone in it, to be hung in a two 
quart bottle of Beer for the Child 
conſtantly to drink of : By the uſe 
of theſe things, through the help and 
eſftance of the moſt great and al-pow- 
erfſul Phyſician, I reſtored this dying 
Infant to its perfect health, as it now 
bs af the writing bereof : To the moſt 
Wiſe and Holy One, the Almighty God» 
who extends bis Mercies and Bowels of

ans, with an Apothecary were ſent 
for ; who preſcribed and gave her

as uncurable. Ar length I's 
ſent for, and my opinion defired; 
I _ _ Jonas bad , 
and chiefly through the ill manage. 
ment of hoſe __-_- had her in 
hand before ; buti ſaw no reaſon 
to deſpair of the Life of ir, and 
therefore gave the Parents encoy- 
ragement, and bad them not to 
fear. She was thirſty, reſileſs, and 
A ſick at ſtomach, andyr- 
ped in the Bowels. I preſcribed 
Jy Gutte vite to be taken fromten 
to fourteen drops in a ſpoonful of 
Sack three times a day, vis, Mor- 
ning, Noon, and Night : Bur after 
the firſt day, to encreaſe the Dole 
at Night ro-rwenty drops, Moreo- 
ver-I ordered the Tinfura Stums 
ticha to be given a few drops ata 
time in all the drink (which ws 
boyled with Bay-leaves in it) that 
ſhe drank, and all her Stomachand 
Abdomen were Morning and Eve. 
ning bathed with the Powers 
Carraways. By the uſe of th 
things in about four dayes ime the 
Child was reſtored ro her former 
health, ro the admiration of all 
about her. Salmon. 


Vomiting and Looſeneſs na 
Labouring Man, with an Apojien 
in his back pats. 


A Labouring man about thirty 
years old , by ſurfeiring himſelf

Maſ(s Pills were made about the 
bigneſs of gray pcaſe, of which he 
rook four every Morning, four be- 
fore Linner, and four at Night, 
an hour before he took the Cordi- 
al Pill ; He continued the uſe of 
theſe things the ſpace of fixtcen 
weeks, and became well ; for, 
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his Medicines, he had continu- 
al eaſe, and his Vomiting went 
away 3. and by their cleanſing pro- 
perty, he voided a vaſt quantity 
of {limy, purulent , and gravelly 
matter.

breathing «ſtill continuing, his U- 
rine Crude and his pulſe hard ; I 
did exhibit three ounces of the oyl 
of Lineſeed in the broth of a Hen, 
preſently after he had taken this 
Medicine, he ſpat up much thick 
fhlchy matter, and having had thir- 
ty Stools -he voided much ſtink- 
ing, black and putrid Excrements, 
inſomuch tnat the reftum inteſtinam 
was Relaxarted and the pain return- 
ed to the inferiour Hpochondrias.He 
alſo complained of che difficulty he 
bad in ſpitting 3 therefore for help- 
ing Expectoration, I preſcribed the 
following pectoral water.

Ing, and it wrought well with her, 
giving her eight Vomits, and five 
Stools ; by which ſhe avoided a 
vaſt quantity of ſtinking, filthy, 
E-xcrements ;z and found her ſelf 
very }1ghrſome and pleaſatit afrer 
ir, and very much betrer than ſhe 
vſaally was after her former Fits, 
when ſhe recovered.

Tabe Our 
Aqua Beroarnca fix ounces : Tinfture 
of Red Poppies four ounces: ſpiritus 
Antiaſibmaticus ſix drams : Gutte 
vite three drams : mix them. Third- 
ly, I exhibited every night going 
to bed four grains of my Volatile Laws 
danum, cauting him to take after 
It an ounce and half of our Aqua 
Bezoartica afore-mentioned.

Ar 
night I gave her four grains of my 
Volatile Laudanum.,bathed her Head, 
Temples, Noſtrils, Stomach, and 
Side with zy Spiritus Anodynus, and 
cauſed her to take twenty frue drops 
of my ſpiritus Antiaſthmaticus in a 
Glaſs of Sack ; with this ſhe went 
to (leep, reſted pleaſantly, and 
waked (as ſhe thought) well the 
next morning.

ounces > Powers of Turpentine two 
ounces; Powers of Amber one ounct, 
mix them.

Fat Man. 

A man about thirty eight years 
old, exceeding Grofs and Far fell 
into an exquiſne Pleurifhe 3 upon 
which he immediacely.ſent for me, 
and I cured him thus. Tabe inju- 
ſion of Crocus Metaltorum an ounce and 
half 3 Spring-water * £00 Qunces 3 
Oxymel of Squills half an ounce ; mix 
them. This wrought excellently 
with him both upwards and down- 
wards, giving him .cighr Vomits 
and five Stools; after which I gave 
him at night going to bed, three 
grains of my Volatile L4udanum, but 
in che interim anoinring the fide 
pained with the 'Powers of Penzy- 
rojal, The next morning I cau- 
ſed him ro rake this.

A man thirty fix years old, 
who for more than ſeven years laſt 
paſt had been exrreamly troubled 
with pain of the Spleen and Hy- 
pochondriack Melancholy, fell in- 
to an exquiſite Pleurifie ; He was 
taken Il abour midnight, bur ſent 
for no Phyſician till Morning, art 
what time I came to him; in a- 
bout a quarrer of an hour after 1 
came ro him, before I could do 
any thing, his Noſe fell a bleeding 
(which had never bled before in 
all his life, nor indeed had he ever 
been ler blood :) I ſuffered him ro

rure. Tahe Aqua Broartica two 
ounces 3 ſyrupus Sacchari one ounce; 
Tinftwa Stomachisa, and Corallorum, 
(piritus Antiaflhmaticus, ana, twenty 
drops : mix them. And I ordered 
that thirty drops of Tinfture of Corag 
ſhould be put in bis drink, 2s often 
as he drank with ten drops of powers 
of Cloves;, which admirably ſtreng- 
rhened his Stomach. And in the 
intervals I adviſed them to bath 
his Side, Stomach, Spleen, and 
Abdomen every three hours with 
the powers of Penny-royal, which con- 
tribured much to his relief. The 
nexr day I purged him with fix 
of my Family Pills ; which wroughre 
gently borh upwards and down- 
wards, giving him two Vomirs, 
and ſeven Stools ; after the work- 
ing was over I cauſed his Tem-

Fir{t, 
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Firſt, I ordered him to take every 
Night three, four, froe or þx grains

Secondly, To bathe his Side and 
Region of the Spleen for a month 
\ together Morning and Evening, 
with the afore preſcribed mixture. 
Thirdly, at the Months end ro ap- 
ply over the Spleen, a plaiſter of 
Ammoniacum ſtrained and ſpread apon 
Leather, and when ir falls off, to 
renew ir at leaſt twice more.

A Servant-maid twenty two | 


years old, taking cold after a vio" 
lent heat in the middle of Sunr 
mer, and drinking a great quan- 
tiry of cold Drink, fell into an 
Exquiſite Pleuriſie:. Several Phyſi. 
clans were ſent for, who preſcrih- 
ed bleeding. They took away 
blood from her four times in two 
dayes, with very little or almoſt 
no amendment. The third day 
they let her blood again, and 
cauſed the Chyrurgion to do it 
although againſt his Will ; for he 
declared ſhe would die ; however 
they cauſed him to take away from 
her fixteen- ounces of Rlood, f 
that the Creature fainted; 
this quantity with what was taken 
away. before made in all as the 
Chyrurgion related at leaſt fivty 
ounces of blood. Upon the Chy- 
rurgeons ſaying ſhe would dye they 
ſent for mez; when I came I en- 
uired what had been done; and 
ccing her to draw near her cnd 
refuſed ro do any thing ; her 
Tongue was black as foot ; her 
Excrements, both Ordure and U- 
rine, were black alſo ; her breath 
extream ſhort, and ſhe drew it 
with much difficulty, . beſides a 
groaning and ficknels at heart; [ 
preſaged ſhe would in a few hours 
Expire, and ſo ſhe did.

By reaſon of their long con 
tinuance, as ſeven or eight years, 
the Ape of the Parient, and their 
ſo much weakening her when they 
come, the cure ſeems to be y 
doubrful : moſt Phyſicians, and 
thoſe of the greateſt note, would 
judge the removal of the diſtem- 
per 10 be a difficult rask. And this 
judgment 15 ſo much the more con- 
firmed, for that ſuch variety of 
means as Bleeding, Purging, Vo- 
miting, Bhiſtering , Stomaticks, 
Cordials, Aromaticks, &c. have 
been uſed. Her cough and ſpit- 
ting of blood foreſhews alſo emi- 
nent danger and an approaching 
Conſumption, Indicationes Curati- 
ve. As to the cure theſe following 
Indications muſt be purſued. 1.The 
imony and vicious habit of the 
lood muſt be altered and amend- 
ed and the exceeding acidity, 4- 
crimony, and ſharpneſs of he 
Juices and Humors in the ſtomach 
muſt be alrered which will be done 
with Terra Sigillata, Pearl levigatid, 
Coral, Crabs Eyes, and Bezoar Mitt- 
ral. 2. The Spirirs muſt be ſup- 
_ and fortified, which may 
done with Aqua Bezoartica, Tit 
fture of Coral, &c. 3. The ſupet- 
fluous matrer muſt be taken away, 
by applying large Bliſters over the 
crown of the Head ; and- putting 
proper Errbines inco the Noftrils © 
purgf 
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theſe. Tabe Confeftio Hamech, Scam- 
mom, Cambogia, both in fine powder, 
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purge the brain that way, ſuch as 


of each a like quantity 3, mix and make 
Errhines for the Noſrils. 4. Now 
and then gentle purgings are to be 
uſed ro carry fourth the Excretve 
matter, and moderately to cleanſe 
and firengthen the Bowels, and 
this will be beſt done with my 
Elixir proprietatis, half a ſpoonſul at 
4 time in the morning jaſting. 5.Spe- 
cificks proper in this caſe (ſuppo- 
ſing the brain alſo to be affeed) 
muſt be given, as, Poteftates Cranzi 
huneni, Caflorei Cornu Cervi, Urine, 
and ſuch like, 6. Such things are 
to be raken in all her drink, as 
may ſtrengthen and fortifie the 
Brain and Nerves, as Powers of 
Roſemary, Lavender, Limons, Sage, 
Marjoram, Nutmegs, &c.

A certain Noble Lady ſent for 
me to come to her. I found her

Whar 
ſhe vomited up was fo very acid, 
that ſhe could compare it to no- 
thing but Aqua fortis. I cured her 
in a very ſhort rime with the fol- 
lowing things. Firſt 1 preſcribed 
this following powder. Take Terra 
Sigillata two ounces; Btzoar mineral 
with Goid, mix them. Of this ſhe 
took thrice a day two ſcruples at a 
tune, vi7. morning, noon, and 
night. Secondly, I forbad her the 
drinking of Beer, Ale, or Wine, 
becauſe of the acid which is in 
them, and ordered her the con- 
ſtanr drinking of Linewater, made 
of unſlak't Lime, and Spring-water, 
in ſuch proportion, that the water 
might not taſle of the. lime like piſs, 
bit only like milk. This ſhe was to 
take, as often as ſhe had occafion 
ro drink, But by reaſon ſhe had 
been formerlyaccuſtomed to drink 
Wine every day ; leſt the ſudden 
Abſtinence from the Wine, ſhould 
injure her, I cauſed her to piye it 
over by degrees: and to pur to 
her Lime-water 1n every Glaſs ſhe 
drank thirty or forty drops of the Tin- 
ture of Coral and a little to ſweeren 
it with double refined Sugar. 
Thirdly, At Night going to bed ſhe 
rook 1n a little Glaſs of Sack, or 
Lime-water, forty or fiſty drops of 
my Gutte Vite, which firengthned 
her ſtomach, ſtopt her vomiting, 
and compoſed her Spirits, fo thar 
ſhe had good reft., Fourthly, I 
cauſed -her ro bath her ſtomach 
morning and night with the powers 
of Amber, Fifthly, 1 cauſed her 


now and then to rake as the found 
any 
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any faintneſs or i!lneſs at ſtomach, 
a ſpoonful or two of this following 
mixture. Tehe the beſt Cinnamon- 
water dulcified ten ounces 3 Aqua Be- 
qoartica, four ounces + Tinlture of 
Coral two ounces; mix them. Theſe 
things ſhe took according to my 
Order, and in 8 or 9 dayes time 
became well: ſo powerful were the 
Medicines exhibited, that the ve- 
hemency of her pain and great- 
neſs of the Acidity was abated 
ſenſibly in eight or nine hours,and 
in a day or two, her pain was fo 
ſmall that it was inconſiderable, 
which was wholly removed in a 
few days after.

XIII. A Pox with Puſlules , 
Herpes, Serpigo, &c. 

A young country Fellow, lately 
come to London, was drawn in by 
a Common Strumpet, and Pox'r, 
ſo that he broke out with pocky 
Puſtules, Herpes, Serpigo, &c. 
He made his Application to me, 
but ke was ſo poor, that he was 


al way, becauſe the time ; 


not able to pay any thing for his 
Cure. I performed it by the fol- 
lowing means. Firſt, I purged 
him well five or fix times with my 
Pilule Panchymagoge, in the inte- 
rim, giving him the Herculean de-

Water. * Then I cauſed the palms, 
of his hands and ſoles of his feet 
to be morning and evening, anoin- 
ted with Unguentum Neapolitanum, 
and the Puſtules to be waſhed with 
this.

mix, and diſſolve warm. He uſed 
it for twelve days, and became 
well of his breakings out. After 
fourteen daies time, I cauſed him 
ro ſweat ſtrongly with a Guajacum 
Dizt,mixt with the Hercultan afore- 
mentioned, which was done abour 
eight times : after which he took 
the following Pills, and became 
well. Tabe Reſinous Scammony in 


fine powder ten drams 3 Quickſilver 


( kill'd with juice of Lemmons ) 21 
ounce; mix, and with ſyrup of Ela- 
terium mabe Pills. Of this compo- 
fition he took fifteen grains every 
nighr going to bed for about thirty 
dayes together , which alwayes 
gently purged him the next day, 
and was compleatly reſtored to his 
priſtine health.

XIV. 4 Pox with an Ulcer in 

the Penis. 

A man about thirty years of Age 
had contraed a Pox from a Com- 
mon Whore, by which the Penis 
was ſwell'd, inflamed, and affeQ- 
ed with many little Ulcers abour 
the bigneſs of Pins Heads. I firft 
purged him with my Pile Panchy- 
magoge twice; inthe interim, I 
cauſed the Yard to bt fomentred 
R 3 with 
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. with a ſirong decoftion of Juniper- 
berries mixed with an equal quantity 
of Red Wine : afcer which I cauſed 
it to be ftrewed over with this pow- 
der. Take Mearciifius dulcis levi- 
gated, of each one part : Terra Sigil- 
lata two parts. And over this was 
applyed Vnguentum album Campho- 
ratum, leaving only a paſſage for 
the Urine. After purging at night 
going to bed he took this. Take 
Conſerve of Damaskh Rojes an ounce; 
of Our Hercules, Mercurins dulcis le- 
vigated, ana a ſcruple ; mix for a 
doſe, This Doſe was continued 
for {1x times giving it him every 
third day. Thus was the Infla- 
marion abated, the [lcer dried up, 
and the man perfe&ly cyred, Sal- 
mon. 


XV. A Pox with ans Ulcer in the 
Penis, and a Gonorrhea. 

A young man about twenty five 
years of Age, being Pox'd, came 
ro me with a virulent Gonorrhza, 
and Ulcers in the Penz, being al- 
ſo much inflamed and ſwell'd, I 
cauſed the part to be fomented as 
the former with a decottion of Agri- 
mony and Selſ-heal in Red-Wine ; \n- 
jeting alſo the ſame 1nto the Ure- 
thra: Afrerwards I cauſed him to 
inje& with our Aga Regulata,which 
done,he ftrewed over it this pow- 
der. Tabe Merc 'vins dulcis leviga» 
ted, Pearl prepared, Terra Sigillata 
#1 ſubtile powder, of t ach equal parts ; 
mix them : And over the powder 
was applyed an Emplaſter of Dia- 
calciteos ro hold the powder on, 
leaving only a hole for the Urine 
ro paſs.In the mean time while this 
was doing, he took this following 
every third night. Tabe extraftum 
Ruali a (cruple z Mercurt!:s dulcis half 


a dram , mix them for a Doſe. He 
rook it ten times, and became 
throughly well. Salman. 


XVI. A Pox with a Callous ulerr, 
and proud Fleſh, 

A young fellow twenty years of 
Ape had got a Pox, which was ac. 
companied with two Ulcers onthe 
Yard,one on one fide was Callous; 
the other on the other ſide, was 
foerid and ſtinking, and in the 
middle abounded with proud fleſh, 
[ firſt purged him well with xy 
Pilule Panchymagoge, giving him 
it to half a dram, and cauſed him 
ro reiterate it eight times accord- 
ing as I found he could bearit, 
In the interim, I cauſed the Ulcers 
to be fomented with Redwine, ard 
a decoftion of Juniper-berries. after 
which I ſtrewed, upon the Callous 
red precipitate levigated ; upon the 
other Mercurius dulcis, over both 
which Iapplyed Bzſzlicon minus nixt 
with a quarter part o Levigated ies 
cipitate, and upon that a plaiſter of 
diacalciteos rokeep all on,which mas 
dreſt rwice a day.He had alſoa vi- 
rulent Gonorrhza, which was Its 
jeted with Our Aqua Regulataand 
the Ulcers were waſh'd with 4quz 
calcis in which Llevigated Calome'aws 
was put. The Ulcers and Gonor- 
rhza were healed in twelve dayes 
time, ſo that the Patient ſeemed 
to be well 3 however I cauſed 
him to take 4 Dizt of Guaiacum aud 
Sarſa for thirty dayes. Salim. 


XVII. A Pox with a Cankir 0 
eating Ulcer on the Glans. 
A man twenty ſeven years 0d, 
being Pox'c had a caring Ulcer in 
the Glans, which would not eafily

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waſh'd with Aqua Calcis mixt with 
4 little lac ſublimati ) with a dige- 
ftive made of Turpentine, Honey, and 
0) of Roſes, which in two or three 
dayes brought 1t 1nto a good Con- 
diton 3 afrer which I only waſh'd 
ic with Aqua calcis cum Mercurio, 
and applyed Baſilicon minus, with 
Levigated Precipitate, by which the 
Malignity was maſtered, and the 
Ulcer brought 1nto a good way for 
healing 3 it was dreſt a week with 
the latrer 3 after which, this pow- 
der was put upon it. Take Mer- 
curius dulcis, Pearl, Terra fogillata, 
all levigated, of each a libe quantity, 
mix them. Upon it was applyed 
Unguentum Album Camphoratzm, and 
a plaiſter of Diacalciteos ro keep all 
on, a paſſage being left for the wa- 
ter, The Ulcer being diligently 
dreſt with theſe things was com- 
pleatly well in eighteen days. In 
the mean time while theſe things 
were doing, I purged him with 
this powder. Tabe Scammony, Our 
Brrnartich powder of each fifteen 
grains ; Cremor Tartari a ſcruple 1 
Mercurius dulcis balf a dram | mix 
them for a Doſe. It wrought well, 
and I cauſed him to take it ſome- 
times every other day, and ſome- 
times every third day ; and to pre- 
vent Salivation, I interchangeably 
purged him with the ſaid powdey, 
and with Pil. Rudii which he took 
daily, for many dayes after the 
Canker was well, wichour: either

remedy, for the Carnofity ſeemed 
to reſiſt whatever they did to it. 
Ar length he came to me. 1. I 
preſcribed him the Herealean Diet 
preſcribed in our fixth Obſervation 
of this Diſeaſe, which he took con- 
ſtantly every day for ſixty dayes 
rogerher. 2. I purged him with 
my Pilule P anchymagoge five or fix 
times, at due intervals, becauſe 
that the diſcaſe was ſtubborn and 
rebellious.

Duick-fitver, of each three drams 3 
wax 4 ſufficient quantity to make all 
ints an Oyntment, This was daily 
pur in three -rimes a day, and by 
the uſe thereof rhe Caruncle was

The fame 
night going to bed, I gave him 
this Bolus, Take Conſerve of Da- 
mask Roſes  ttn grains z Mercurinus 
dulcis half a dvam, mix them ; and 
che next. morping I purged him 
with a Doſe of my Family pills. 
Then opening rthe- Wound , the 
ſwelling was; wholly abated, and 
the preputium lay looſe and cafie as 
formerly, the. which. was after- 
wards cured by application of a 
Lulnerary Balſam wn a few dayes, I 
have had- ſeveral of theſe caſes 
wherein the prepitiom, has been 


reverted and extreamly ({woln and 
inflamed, but for the moſt part 1 
have reduced them by fomentati- 


'ons, or application of a Cataplaſm 


made of a hot Turnep, and 6 
continued for two, three or four 
dayes, as need required ; nor do 


'I ever cure them by cutting, ex- 


cept I fear a Gangrene, when we 
cannot wait the other way of do- 
ing it. Every other or third day 
I purged him with my pilule par- 
chymagoge, which wrought always 
very briskly upon him, and they 
were repeated five or f1x times. 
In the mean while he took the 
Hercultan Diet, and after the purg- 
ing was over, he rook every night 
going to bed a Doſe of 0:7 Angilich 
Pills, the which were continued 
for ſixty dayes, at the end of which 
time he found himſelf well, Sa 
mon. 


XX, A Pox, with an Viter 

upon the Glans. 

A young man about twenty two 
years of age contrafted a Pox, 
which was accompanied with ſeve- 
ral little Ulcers berween the Glans 
and Preputium. I firſt waſh'd them 
with Aqua Calcis cum Mercurio, 
then ſtrewed upon it the powder 
in the ſeventeenth Obſervation 4- 
foregoing, and covered it all 
over with a plaifter of Diacalcittos, 
by which the Ulcer was ſuddenly 
dryed and healed. Bur by reaſon 
he had alſo ſeveral Puſtules and 
Serpiginous eruptions of the skin, 
in ſeveral parts of the body, caul- 
ed them ro be waſhed with this wa- 
ter. Take powers of Mercury 8m 
ounces ; Damask Roſe-water twttt 
onnces 3 mix them, With this they 


were waſh'd morning and "—_ 
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for ten or twelve dayes, during 
which time the palms of his hands 
and ſoles of his feet were every 
nighr anointed with Unguentum 
Neapolitanum. ITnwardly I purged 
him with my Pilule Panchymagoge 
fve times, at due intervals z and 
he drank after purging for forty 
dayes rogether a deco&ion of Gua- 
jacum and Sarſa thus made. 

Tabe mealy Sarſaparilla bruiſed a 
pound ; Antimony . 4 powder and tyed 
wp in a rag fourteen ounces 3 Raſpings 
of Guajacum, Liquorice bruiſed, of 
each half a pound; Cortex Guaict, 
Saſſafras raſped, Zedoary bruiſed, ana 
four ounces 5 Aniſerds ' and Caraways 
both bruiſed, ana, two ounces 5 Rai- 
ſons toned, Figs ſlit, of each a pound; 
Water ſixteen quarts : The Sarſa, Gua- 
jacum, its Cortex, Liquorice, Saſſa- 
fras, and Antimony, Infuſe in the wa- 
ter all might in a moderate heat cloſe 
floid, then boil till ſix quarts is con- 
ſumed with a gentle fire ; which done 
add the reſt of the things, and boil half 
or three quarters of an bour longer ; 
bring cold (irain witho:t preſſing, and 
bottle it up, putting into each bottle, 
4 little white Sugar, and a Clove ſlit 
m two : And after two aayes drink it 
a bottle a day. He continued the 
drinking of this, and took the An- 
eflick Pills for forty dayes and was 
well.

XXl. A Pox with Puſtules in the 

body, and a Virulent Gonorrbea. 

A young man thirty years old 
was pox'd, with Puſtules all over 
his body a virulent Gonorrhza, fo 
that he was almoſt in continual 
pain, with a heat and ſcalding of 
Urine, and a great difficulty of 
making Water. I firſt purged 

with my Pilule Panchymogog e, 


made according to the following 
preſcripr. 
Pilule Panchymagoge noſlre. 

Take Colorynthis, Reſfinous Scame 
mony, Elaterium, Turp:thum minerale, 
ana one ounce : Oyl f Caraways half 
an ounce, Salt of Tartar two drams : 
ſyrupus: de Spina Ceruina, or of Wild 
Cucumbers two ounces 5 or enough to 
make it into a Maſs for Pills. Doſe 
of theſe Pills 1s from a ſcruple, to 
ewenty f1x grains, or from twenty 
mx ro thirty ſix grains in ſtrong 
bodies, Of theſe Pills I gave 
rwenty five grains for a Doſe, and 
cauſed kim ro take them twice a 
week for three weeks. Outward- 
ly, in the mean time I cauſed 
him to waſh morning and even- 
ing ( except the dayes he purg- 
ed on) with our Poteſtates Mercy- 
ri 3 and five or fx times a day he 
ſyringed with Our Aqua Opthalmica, 
and ſometimes with Our Regulata,

Then I dreſt jt with Baſilicon minus 
mixt with levigated precipitate will 
rhe Ulcer was throughly cleanſed, 
afterwards with this. Take Baſili- 
con minus an ounce, Mercurius dulcis 
levigated half an ounce, mix them. 
Theſe things rhus uſed, the Ulcer 
was healed in twenty days time 3 
and the man became well; bur to 
ſecure his health, I cauſed him to 
drink a ftrong deco&t of Sarſa, 
and ſweat him with this. Tabe of 
Our Angelus Minerals, our Bezoar- 
rick powder. Antimony diaphoyetich, 
of each a ſcruple; Our Antidote or 
Fheriaca a dram; mix ſor a ſweating 
Bolus : He ſwear with this thirty 
rimcs, every other day, or as his 
ftrengcth would permir ,, alwayes 
raking It at night going to. bed ;

1 cauſed himalſo 
to inje& into his Yard five or fix 
times a day Our Aqua Reguiata; 
and ſomerimes this. Take decofti- 
on of Woed Sage a pint 3 Mel Egyſti- 
acum a dram; mix them. Whulſt 
this was doing, IT purged him with 
this. Tabe pilule Cockie minors 
half a dram , Mercurins diulcis twin- 
ty five grains; mix them. With this

Take 
Baſilicon minus an ounce ; red precipi- 
tate, Mercurius dulcis, both levigat-

He firſt waſh'd it with the Aqua cal- 
cis cum Mercurio; then applyed the 
Unguents, by which 1n twenty 
dayes at moſt,ir was healed. Thus 
was this wretched man reſtored to 
his former health in little more 
than forry dayes 3 but ar the forty 
dayes end, he took the Angelick 
Pills every night for a month.

XXIV. A Pox in a delicate young 
Laay. 

This Lady 23 years old being but 
newly married had contracted a 
Pox from her Husband ; ſhe grew 
very ill and out of order, but knew 
not whar ailed her ; at length ſhe 
broke our into Botches, Boyls and 
Scabs all over her : ſhe was alſoaf- 
flited, with a heat, ſharpneſsand 
(calding of the Urine and No&ur- 
nal pains in her Shin-»ones and 6- 
ther parts which till ſhe and her 
Friends thought to be the Scurv 
(not knowing any thing by her ſelf 
as to deſerve for a worſe Diſeaſe :) 
they went to Do&ors, who all per- 
ſwaded her, ir was nothing but the 
Scurvy, and accordingly rhey gave 
Medicines, but without any efteR, 
although ſhe had ſpent above two 
hundred pouhds in this cure ; at 
length ſhe came to me : I told her 
piainly what her diſcaſe was, and 
that in regard ſhe knew her ſelf free 
from all other men, ſhe muſt ger 
It from her Husband, ( which af- 


| terwards her Husband confeſt) but 


now the Cure was the great matter. 
The Lady was tyred with taking 
many Medicines, ſhe was very 
weak, and her body much emaci- 
ated, fo that it was difficult to 
know what to do with her, ſhe al- 
ſo being of fo tender a Conſtituti- 
on as that no harſh Phyſick could 
be given to her. I cured her by 
the following method. 1. I cauſed 
all the Puſtules and breakings our 
to be bathed with Poteſtates Mercury 
mixed with Damask Roſe-water,and 
that morning and night, 2.

In the Interim 
ſhe rook oxr Herculean Diet thus com- 
poſed. Tabe of the Heyculean Diet, 
ſtrong decoftion of Sarſa, of each a 
gallon ;, mix them. Of this ſhe rook 
a quart a day every day for ſeven 
weeks. 4- She injeted Our Aqua 
Regulata up the Womb with a 
Womb-Syringe, five or fix times

rook our Angelick Pills after purg- 
ing was over for ten or twelve 
weeks, every night going to bed,

I 
preſcribed her Mercurius dulcts 4 
dram, to be taken at night in a little 
conſerve hw z andas much more 
of the the nexr morning at 
four a Clock. Ar ſeven a Clock I 
ordered her to take an ounce of E- 
leftuariam Lenitivam, and to drink 

after ir Poſſet drink, in which ſ:x 
' drams of Manna had been diſſolved. 
This I cauſed to be repeated four 
rimes, three dayes being between.

A Woman thirty five years of 
Ape, having becn long Pox'd, and 
aflited with Puſtules, Scahs, Ull- 
cers, Serpigo, and other deſzda- | 


tions of the skin, in ſeveral 

of her body, came to me for my 
help. She had ſeverapf theſe e. 
raptions of the skin, but the Ulcers 
which troubled her the moſt of all 
were upon her Eye-brows, near 
upon as big as a half Crown, and 
covered with a thick-filthy Scab, 
I firft of all purged her with 0uw 
pilule panchymagoge before deſcri- 
bed 3; which I cauſed to be repeat- 
ed f1x times with due intervals, In 
the mean Seaſcn, I cauſed thoſe 
Scabs to be well fomented with 
atcoftion of Borrage, Bugloſs and 
Bawm, mixed with a little red Wine, 
over which I applyed Pledgets of 
Unguentum Roſatum, binding them 
on ; 1n twenty four hours the cruſts 
came off, and -filthy Ulcers appea- 
red with hard Lips, and ſeveral 
Excreſcencies riſing up in the 
middle of them : 1 ſtrewed them 
over with levigated red pricipizatt 
( having firſt waſhed them with 
withAqua Calcis vive cum mercuvia,) 
and applyed over it Pledgets ſpread 
with Baſlicon minus one ounce maid 
with levigated red precipitate two 
drams. Ar firſt I cauſed them to 
be dreſſed every day, after three 
dayecs every other day, till the fleſh 
appeared ruddy, and of a good 
colour, and the Ulcer perfefly 
cleanſed ; afterwards it was only 
dreſt every third day, and bound 
up with a plaiſter of Diacalciteos 0- 
ver all ; this done rhe Callofity was 
removed, partly by the precipitate, 
and partly by rubbing them with 
the Cauſtich Stone, the Callofity be- 
ing cur off, they were again ſpriſ- 
kled with the ſaid red precipitate, 
and after rubbed with the blew Vi- 
triol Stove, by which means the 


Ulcer became ſmooth, and ax laſt

it ten times. Secondly.,In the mean 
while I cauſed him to- bathe the 
Puſtules,Scabs,Serpigines, &c. with 
this.Tabe powers of Mercury 2 ounces;

Take extraftum Rudii, 
twenty ſeve grains ; white precipitate 
twelve grains, Mix for a doſe. He took 
Ir every fourth day,for eight times 

rioking in the Intervals oz Hey- 
cultan Diet. Aﬀrer purging was O- 
ver, he continued till raking the 
Dier for forty days longer, and for 
ſo long time he took alſo our pilule 
Angtlice, a dram and half for a 
Doſe. By this means the Ulcers 
dried up, and the Nodes Vaniſh- 
ed away ; and the cure was indeed 
ſo compleatly don, that he has not 
6nce had any remembrances of it, 
though it be naw (ome years agon, 
Salmon.

A man abour thirty ſeven years 
old,came to me pox'd,with Nodes,

one ounce, mix them. The Ulcer 
being cleanſed by this, and the 
cruſts fallen off, with ſome ſcales 
of bones, I cauſed it to be Syring.

Theſe 
things done, I cauſed his Legs, 
Thighs, Hips, Arms, Shoulders, 
and Back-bone, to be anoinred' e- 
very day before a Fire, as I have 
taught at large in my Synopſis me- 
dicine; and fo cauſed him to ſweat 
in bed, with a draught of warm 
Poſſer drink, or decottion of Sarſa. 
When he began to ſpit he was a- 
nointed more ſparingly, but yet I 
continued it, till his Chaps was 
ſ(well'd ſufficiently : Keeping him 
to Poſſet-drink, Broth, or deco@ti- 
on of Sarſa, The Flux continued 
upon him for the ſpace of twenty 
eight or thirty dayes, in which 
ſpace of time all his pains vaniſhed, 
and Nodes and Gums diſappeared, 
except two upon one Shin-bone, 
which then were not troubleſome.

Tabe 
Milk a pint ; Ele uarium Lenitivum 
an ounce and half; brown Sugar two 
ſpoonſuls 3 mix, diſſotue and ſtrain. 
2, The next morning he took this. 
Take Chio Turpentine a dram and half, 
Aurum vite Cathartich 26 grains 5 
mix for a doſe. The day following 
I purged him with Pilule ex duobus 
half a dram, mix'd with the ſaid Au- 
rum vite ten grains. 3. The morn- 
ing following I gave him this. Tabe 
Ethiops minergle twenty froe grains 5 
of our Antidote a dram 3 mix and 
make a Bolus; after which he drank 
a good draught of decoftion of 
Sarſaparilla, Guajacum and Saſſa- 
fras : This was repeated for rwo 
mornings more, upon which, he 
ſweat every time very pleaſantly.

The firſt thing I artempted for 
her Cure was diſcuſſing and open- 
mg Medicines ; ſuch as ſtrong Cly- 
fters of decoftion matricale made in 
generous White Wine ; afterwards I 
gave her Salt of Vitriol, which 
working upwards and downwards, 
did mightily ſhake the Mole; then 
I purged her upwards by our Ar- 
timony.

H. 4 Woman cured who had gone 

three years of a Mola. 

This being a Married Wife, was 
ſuſpeted to be with Child, but her 
time being long paſt, and no ex- 
peftation, and ſhe yer growing 
bigger and bigger, a falſe Con- 


ception was ſuſpeted, and 
much the more as thar her Teray 
for all the time were ſtop'd. She 
went to many Phyſicians, and tri- 
ed variety of Remedies, but allin 
vain, whereupon the Phyficians 
ſometimes ſuſpeRed it to be a Thn- 
panites, ſomerimes a Dropſie of the 
Womb ; but what it was truly, they 
could not poſitively determine, 
At length coming to me, I made 
a very narrow ſcrutiny into the 
Cauſe of her Diſtemper, and ſhe

preſcribed things to bring it away : 


but thoſe things, which being va- | 


rioully preſcribed and variouſly ap- 
plyed, nor doing, they then con- 
claded it to be no Molz, bur ſome 
other preternatural diſtemper of 
the Womb, for which rhey alſo 
preſcribed , but without effeR ; 
then they declared her uncurable, 
and that nothing bur Dearth could 
pur a period to her Miſeries, In 
this ſtate and condition the apply- 
ed her ſelf ro me, deſiring my. O- 
pion, The Woman was as big 
as three ordinary Women, nor 
could eafily go ; ſhe gave a rela- 


tion ro me how ſhe was, how ſhe 
orderly encreaſt in bulk, as if ſhe 
had been with Child, and how 
that from the time ſhe reckon'd, 
her Tourſes had been ſtop'd upon 
her, which was now above two 
w_ and half. Laſtly, Thar ſhe had 

cen under ſeveral Learned Phy- 
ficians hands, who having dore 
what they could, declared her to 
be uncurable, and that Death on- 


Ty would give her relief. Upon all 


this I 1magmed there might be a 
Faiſe Conception, notwithſtanding 
che length of time, or art leaſt a 
Flux of the Courſes into the cavity 
of the Womb, which being de- 
tained there, ſo obſtruted the 
pailages, -as to cauſe thar vaſt ſwel- 
ling of her Belly. And becauſe that 
Mercury is the greateſt of all diſ- 
ſolvers, I preſcribed che following: 
Take Linitive Eleftuary as ounce and 
half; Calomelanos Levigated half a 
dram; mix for a Doſe. She took it 
in the morning faſting, and ir 
wrought well upon her, giving her 
eight Stools. I cauſed it to be re- 
pe for every other day till ſhe 
ad taken four Doſes. Upon the 
ewelfth day I gave her this. Take 
Co:ocynthis batf an ounce ; Spring» 
water 12 ounces; boyl till it comes to 5 
ounces, ſtrain and give it for one doſe. 
This wrought ſtrongly with her, 
giving her fifreen or ſixteen Stools, 
yer did not do the thing I defign- 
ed. The working being over, [ 
cauſed tro he injected twice the fol- 
lowing Clyſter, ro Comforr and 
heal rhe Bowels. Tabe fat Mutton 
Broth a pint ; yolk of one Egg , Cin- 
namon-water an. 0:nce and balf ; mix 
and exhibit warm. Norwithſtand- 
ing the ſtrong working of the ge- 
coction, the Woman carneſtly 
dcfired 
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defired the Doſe again, which 1 
gave her the very next day ; it 
wrought leſs with her, but indeed 
made her Terms to appear. Pains 
then came upon her, bur I order- 
ed the Clyſter as aforeſaid, after 
the working of the deco&tion. On 
the third day a Midwife was ſent 
for, becauſe of her 1l|neſs. Ar 
length a ſhapeleſs peice of Fleſh, 
longer much than it was broad or 
thick, came away from her,weigh- 
mg eighr pounds ten ounces ; and 
a vaſt quantiry of thick, black, 
coagulated blood, by the relation 
of the Women, above f1x quarts, 
with ſome quarts of a ſlimy watery 
matter. The Womb being dif- 
charged of all this, her Loches ſuc- 
ceeded in order, and of a good 
colour, and the Woman was 1n 3 
weeks time well. However Ithoughr 
good to makethrough work to give 
her. 1. The former Eleftuary with 
the Calomelanos. 2+ The decoftion of 
the Colocynthis, but in half the quan- 
tity, by which ſhe was reſtored to 
her ancicar and priſtine health ;

TV. A Mola in a Woman who went 
with it fourteen Months. 

Coming to me, and perceiving 
it to be a falſe Conception ; I gave 
her this. Tabe Extrattum Rudi, 
Calomelanos Levigated, of each half a 
tram; Borax lavieated a ſcruple, mix 
them ſor a Doſe. This was given in 
the moraing faſting, and it gave

Take Pulp of Colocyn- 
this two drams ; Spring-water tight 
ounces boil to four ounces, ſtrain and 
exhibit it, This doſe effeRually 
did the work ; the ſame day her 
pains came upon her, a Midwife 
was ſent for, and ſhe was delivered 
of a ſhapeleſs piece of Fleſh, after 
which her Loches came well, and 
ſhe was well cleanſed, and in about 
fourteen dayes rime went abroad 
in good health. However I once 
more repeared the decottion of Co- 
locynthis, which I think was done 
for her advantage.

And be- 
cauſe her Terms kept nor a due 
and Regular courſe, I preſcribed 
the following fimples for waſhing 
of the Feet. Take the leaues of 
Mugwort, Toyme, Penny-Royal, the 
flowers of Cammomile, and Melilot of 
each one bandful ; the Roots of Briony 
and Elecampane, of each two drachms; 
Anniſeed,F mnel and Caraway, of tach 
five ounces. By the uſe of theſe 
Medicines ſhe grew preſently well.

For theſe pains, the Oyl of Sweet 
Almonas four ounces, fine Sugar two 
ounces, has been given 1n drink ; 
which has freed the Patient from 
the pains of the Matrix.

Take Oyls of Nuts and of Juniper, ana 
two ounces 3 Sheeps Suet, Oyl of burnt 
ard whole Nut s,ana fix drams 3 Soot, 
half an ounce 3 Litharge,half an ounce ; 
Quck-lver (kilfd with Tiupentine) 
fit drams ; Alom, Funiper-berries.ana, 
two drams 5 Verdegreece, a dram ; 
frong Vinegar balf an ounce, Honey 
a ounce, mix them. She uſcd it 
tice a day, but much black'r her. 
inthe morning ſhe waſh'd herhead 
wth this Lixivium, and rubbed 
It, Take Smiths Forge-water, mix 
with it Albes of Oabwood, Vine- 
wanches, Dwarf Elder, and Cole- 
wrts, mabe a Lixivium, and Filtey 
it; and then boyl in it Beets, Horeho'md, 
Cotaury, Lupines, Beans, and add a 
little Salt, By the uſe of theſe 
things ſhe was perfe&ly cured.

A Country-woman fifry years 
old, had here and there on her 
Hips, Arms, Knees, Elbows, Breaſt, 
and Face, red ſpots hfted up, 
rough and rugged, that crept a- 
broad, and break forth, here and 
there afreſh, She had long been 
thus, and was ſuſpeted to have 
the Leproſiz or the French Pox :

A Frier was afth&ted with Hey- 
pers and Scahs all over him, the 
Puſtules broke, and water ran our, 
and rhen they became Scabs.

A Country Fellow infected by a 
Whore, got the Pox. He was a- 
nointed by an Emperick, and not 
well cured, but dicd. He left his 
Wife infeQed ; She had great pains 
about the more ficſhleſs Bones and 
divers broad high Puſtules, red a- 
bout, and Scabby in her Forchead, 
Face, and Breaſt. She went to 
arother Emperick, who anointed 
her with the Unguentum Neaplita- 
num, and fo abated her great pains 
ar night.

XXV. A Leproſie, Pſora, and Ring 
like Herpes Exedens. 

A noble man had this Scab from 
his infancy, ſometimes in his E- 
munRuaries and Hairy parts, ſome- 
timesin his Beard,Eye-brows, with 
redneſs and a rough dry Scab. He 
had been ſtrongly purged, bled 
often, drunk cooling things, Milk, 
Spaw-waters, had IfJues in his Arm 
and Leg, and the Herpes burnt with 
Hot Irons, and all this withour ef- 
ſet, It was the Lepra Grecornm, 
and a dry Scab called Pſora, and a 
Hirzes in his face, which did eat 
and creep about. The cauſe was 
in the Veins, Tix. the blood mix'd 
with Salt Szrum and hot Choler. 
which ſweats through the Pores of 
the Skin, and ſtays there moſt, 
where the Pores by rcaſon of burn- 
Ing Scarification and Cupping are 
cloſed. I purged him in rhe Spring- 
time with this. Take Juyces of Fu- 
nitory, Hops, Herb Mercury, Roſes, 
ana, three ounces 5 Bugloſs, Endite, 
and Roſe-water, ana, a pint ; Sena 
fur ounces 3 Epithymum half an ounce ; 
Amiſeeds two drams ; boil gently and 
train, and with Sugar four ounces 
mibe a Julep, Doſe an ounce or 
more daily for a month. Then 
he anointed with this Ointment. 
Take juyces of roots of Docks, Sow- 
bead, Dragons, ana, an ounce and 
bf; jayce of Limons an ounce; Li- 
tharge of Go/d two drams , Sulphur, 
Franbincenſe, ana, a dram ; Borax, 
Vitriol, ana half a dram ; Quick-ſi- 
ud (billid with juyce of Limons) half

Oyl of Roſis;, and a dram of Oyl of 
Tartar make an Oyntment. He ſome- 
times alſo waſh'd the places affe&- 
ed with this Water.

On the back of the [cft hand, 
and under the little and Ring-fin- 
pers to the Wriſt.as broad as three 
Fingers was an Heypes in a Boy 3 it 
crept and voided conſtantly a Sai 
Warer, and the lips about were 
high and hard; he was four years 
under Cure, but met with no Re- 
medy 3 at lengrh in May, he came 
tome; I cured him thus. I firſt 
purged him four times with an A- 
pozem made of, Polypody. Epithy- 
mum, Carthamus Seeds, Rhubarb, 
Syrup of Roſes, Dock roots, &c. in 
Wine. I ordered allo that his hand 
ſhould be held daily in this deco- 
ion hot. Take Grees Bryony roots 
four ounces  Orvice roots three ounces 3 
| Althea roots two ounces, Mailows two 

handjuls : Linſeed balf an ounce ;, Sul- 
phur an ounce; burnt Gypſum an ounce 
and half ; Lixivium for or fiue mea- 
ſures, boil them. Art bed-rime he 
rouched it with this Liquor, with 
a Feather. Tabe Damas& Roſe and 


a ounce; with Turpentine difſolued in 


Plant ane water, ana, two ounces and

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balf;, Litharge two drams ; Sublimate 
a dram andhalf , Borax haif a dram; 
Campbire a (cruple, diſſolved with a 
few drops of Spirit of Wine ; mix and 
boil them together. Afrer long uſe 
of theſe, ut began to dry, fo that 
nothing flowed from it.

XXVII. A Circular Herpts,or Ring- 
Worm of long continuance. 

In the bending of both Arms a 
Miller had Puſtules that irched, 
and then broke and ran; they crept 
abour., till the place was as big as 
the Palm of the hand, and the 
parts were red and wet ; the cir- 
cumference hard and (wollen, and 
grew larger ſtill. He came ro me 
in Fane, at what time he had had 
it ewo years. It had been firſt in 
his Arms, Breaſt, and Legs, bur 
was cured, leaving only marks, 
choſe in his Arms ſtill remaining ; 
alfo he complained of pains in his 
Thighs and Legs. I doubted whe- 
ther he had not the Pox, he deni- 
ed jt conſtantly, and I ſaw no 6- 
cher ſigns of ir. I firſt pently 
purged him ; then he was let blood; 
rhen for fourreen days every morn- 
ing he rook a gentle purging de- 


cocion, thus made. Tabt Polypody, 
Bryony, Dock-roots, Aſh-bark, Elder, 
Tamaris&, and Dane-wort barks, $4 
na, Fumitory, Hops, ana, add yaſy. 
ed Guajacum q. (. and mabe a d- 
con. Aﬀter purging he uſed Worn. 
wood Wine, with Wound Herbs, as, 
Pyrola,Ladies Mantle, and the like, 
infuſed in it. And in that time 
Topicks were applied to the parts, 
as this Oyntment , morning and 
evening. Take Qyich-ſilver two 
drams; Turpentine an ounce and half; 
ſtir them till no Mercury appears; add 
Honey an ounce and half; the yolk of 
an Egg; Sulphur Vive two drams; 
Litharge, Alum, Gerſa of Dragms, 
ana, a dram ; mix and mabt an Oin:- 
ment. He waſhed away the Oynt- 
ment when it ſtuck roo faſt, wich 
Lime-water, The Herpts abated, 
but he could not endure much of 
the Lime-water becauſe of pain. I 
ordered: him to uſe the Oyntment 
everyfourth day with more Honey, 
chat it might ſtick leſs, and the 
day after to waſh it off wich Milk, 
and let ir reſt that day, and the 
next to waſh it with the liquor 
( with a Feather ) deſcribed 'aſt 
bur one in the former Obſervati- 
on ; he uſed ir the next day, then 
the Oyntment, and fo the reſt, 
till Autumn, and was perfeRly cur- 
ed ; burin the place where it was, 
there was a blackneſs.

XXVIIL. Leproſie of the Greehs 

cured. 

Among many, I ſhall only men- 
tion the cure of a Youth and tw0 
Women, who wete taken for Le- 
prous by all men, by which means, 
[ have cured many other peopie 


with a little alteration, I purged

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them thus, by a decoftion of Sena, 
Funitory, and Hops in Goats milk, 
They had two Stools a day for two 
or three weeks 3 but for one Wo- 
man, becauſe it wrought nor,there 
ws added 4 dyram of Eſula, one 
draught of wich purged for many 
dayes, They uſed a Bath every 
day, an hour and half, in which 
was boiled Bryony and Dock roots, 
Stabious, Mallows, with Gypſum 
turnt, and a pound of Sulphur, Salt 
three pugils 3 the body of the bath was 
Lirivium and Smiths Forge-water. 
Every third time the Bath was re- 
newed by reaſon of the foulneſs of 
it; and they were anointed when 
they came out of 1t, ro ſupple the 
ckin, and heal it, Thus. Take 
juices of Docks, Plantane, ana two 
ounces 3 of Night-[hade an ounce and 
bf z Butter, an ounce > Litbarge 
three drams; Ceruſe two drams; Sul- 
thay a dram and balf ;, with Turpen- 
tine q. f. make an oyntment, When 
they relapſed, I added to the 
Oyarment Quickfilver (kill'd with 
Turpentine ) a dram only, leſt 
their mouths ſhould be enflamed. 
Thus in few dayes they were cur- 
ed : One Woman, was negligent, 
and had it again in Autumn, bur I 
cured her by the ſame means a- 
gain, In the days between they 
ſweat ſometimes with Mithridate, 
in a Stove or dry Bath, wiped 
themſelves, and waſh'd afterwards 
with the Lixivium.

XXIX, Herpes and Serpigo in one 
lately cured of the Pox. 

The man had lately been cured 
of the Pox, as he ſuppoſed, but 
two or three months after Puſtules, 
Herpes and Serpigines broke our 


in ſundry parts of the body. 1 
firſt purged him with Pilule Parn- 
chymagoge ewice 3; then I fumed 
him with Troches of Cinnabar z his 
pain and puſtules abated but went 
not quiteaway. In the mean while 
he drank this decottiou. Tabe 
Guajacum raſped, a poind : Spring- 
water twelve quarts, boul to the con- 
ſumption of four quarts. This was 
drank in the morning faſting, and 
he ſweat upon it. Then for his 
ordinary drink I ordered this. Take 
the before boiled Guajacum 3 Sarſapa- 
rilla, bruiſed a pound, Burdoch yoot, 
ſix ounces 3 Orrice root bruiſed four 
ounces , Spring-water twenty four 
quarts; boil to the conſumption of eig! t 
quarts. Then ſtrain our, and bot- 
tle it up with a little Sugar and a 
Clove, for ordinary drinking. Al- 
moſt every other day I purged 
him with a decoftion of Sena and 
Rhubarb, The Diſcaſe was yet 
ſtubborn, wherefore I cauſed his 
Joynts, Arms, Arm-pits and Back- 
bone, to be anointed once a day 
againſt the fire with this Oynt- 
ment. Take Quick-ſilver an ounce 
bill it with Turpentine two drams: 
then mix with it Hogs Lard for oun- 
ces; Oyl of Bays two o:nces 3 Spirit 
of Wine two drams ; in which Cam- 
phire a dram and balf is diſſolved ; 
Oyl of Spike twelue drops ; mix and 
make an oyntment.

XXX. Serpigints, Herpes, and Scabs, 
in another lately cured of the Pox. 

I firſt purged him [thrice wirh 
my pilule Panchymagoge, and cau- 
ſed him to drink the decoftion of 
Guajacum mentioned 1n the former 
Oblervarion. He rook the Swaat- 
ing decoftion ahour 2 in rhe morn- 
ing, and ſwear very well till day 
lighr, viz. four hours.

Tabe of our poteſtates Mircu- 
yi two ounces 3 Damash Roſe-watey 
ſeven ounces ; mix and gently bathe the 
places aftetted the ewith once or twice 
a dry, according as he can bear ir.

quickly became well, and he ſeem:

young Woman. 

A Merchants Daughter in London 
whilſt unmarried and living with 
her Father, had a kind of Leprous 
Scab almoſt all over her Back, 
Sides, Breaſt; Hips, Thighs, and 
Legs, and ſome upon her Arms, 
She had taken ſeveral things for i: 
of divers Phyficians, bur becauſe 
they underſtood not the Cauſe, 
wichout any effe.for ſhe ſtil] grew 
worſe; at length ſhe came to me, 
defiring my opinion what it was.

XI. The Scuruy accompanied with 
| the Dropſie. 

A Gentlewoman forty years old, 
who had been for a long time trou- 
bled with the Scurvy, fell at length 
into the Dropſie; who coming to 
me, I cured her by the means fol- 
lowing. Firſt, I ordered her to 
take conſtantly in all her drink 
our ſpiritus Aperiensz, to a grateful 
acidity. Ir may be that ſome may 
wonder that I ſhould preſcribe this 
being an Acid, againſt a Dropfie, 
which 1s cauſed by the too great 
abundance of an Acid humor , 
which coagulating the blood, and 
weakenivg it in its Craſis, makes it 
unable to carry its ſerum along with 
jr to the Emulgent Arteries, from 
which it is ſeparated intothe Reins. 
To which I Anſwer, That there is 
a great deal of difference in the 
nacure and qualiry of Acids, and 
that many of them are as oppoſite 
one to another as Acid and Alra!y, 
and by their Hercrogenirty in Na- 
rure, when they meer together 
will deftroy one another. So 1n 
this caſe the Dropſie proceeds from 
a þxt Acid Salt, which to over-po- 
wer and deftroy, nothing 15 ſo fit 
as a Volatile Acid, which will 1m- 
mediately transfuſe ir ſelf intro the 
whole Maſs of Blood, and undo 
the ſtri& combinations of the fixed

Acid Salt, which cauſes the Gyy- 
mos part of the blood to ſe

A- 
lpes, ana, two drams; - Saffron half 
a dram ;, Vinegar of Roſes eighteen 
ounces ; digeſt in « warm Balneo Ma- 
rie twenty four hours, [train and filter. 
Then with twenty owes of ' Sugar, 
diſſolved in a little Roſewater, make 
a ſyrup. Doſe from 8 dram to three or 
four to ſuch as are eafie to Vomit, but 
to others and ſlronger people it may be 
given to ſix drams. yea t0 an ounce, 
All theſe are cxcellent Emeticks 
and wonderfully fafe, and may be 
given to the moſt tender and de- 
licate bodies, yea withour any dan- 
ger to little Infants. They all of 
them, are extraardinary good Vo- 
mics againſt all ſorts .of Agues and 
Feavers, chiefly -againſt Tertian 
and Quartan Agues, asalſo againſt 
continent and conrinual Feavers, 
whither non-putrid or putrid, ma- 
lignant or peſtilenrial, Small Pox 
and other Contagious Diſeaſes, if 
tlnely given, or before the Small 
pox come forth 3 for they evacu- 
are all the Vitious humars our of 
rhe Ventricle by Vomit, are excel- 
lent againſt rhe Megrim and Head- 
ach from a foul Stomach; rhe Fal- 
ling Sickneſs, Apoplexy, Pleuriſie, 
Melancholy, Plague, Gout, Drop- 
fie, Jaundiſe, Stagnation of the 
Blood, and other Diſcales arifing 
from Obſtruftions or putrefaction.

Mercurius Precipitatus Paracelſe. 
Take Qwick-ſitver (purified by di- 
filling it from ſilver) eight ounces ; 
of the ſtrongeſt Spirit of Niter twenty 
Jour ounces z put the Niter into a large 
Glaſs Matraſs with a long neck, and 
put tn the Merciiry by Degrees, or by 
little and little (left it runs over, and 
ſo eithey b:yns your hands, or does 
other miſchief) being diſſolued, fit to 
the Matraſs a head : abſlratt the Syi- 
mt with a fire of the third degree, (t- 
ven times cohobating of it, but always 
jmtijying of the Spirit, with as much 
more freſh Spirit of Niter, till tbe 
Mercury becoines purely red, Take of 


this Mercary, edulcorated with fair 
water by much waſhing, half « pound; 
Aqua Ovorum a pound and halj, mix 
and digeſt for a month; afterwards 
diftil Ly an Alembickh, with ſeven co- 
hobations z augmenting the fire ta- 
wards the end, that the Mercury may 
be ſufficiently dried, which then digeſt 
thirty dayes in ſand, in a broad bot- 
tomed Glaſs, firſt with a gentle fire, 
and aſter with a (lronger, encreaſing 
the heat by degrees 3 and affuſing on 
it the beft S. V. four inches above it, 
diflil off from it, and again di(til, 
and cohabate ſeven times, ſo have you 
the true Mercwrius Sudorificus of Þa- 
racelſus, And this is the prepara- 
tion by which we performed the 
Cure, not only in the above-men- 
tioned youth, bur in ſeveral others 
afrerwards.

Y Son, Franciſcus Faber, four 
years old, was grievoully 
ofiged with the following Di- 
ſtempers all at one time, viz, the 
Mealles, a violent Feaver, a Lool- 
ne and almoſt perpetual convul- 
hons : I delivered him from that 
Fever and its deadly (ymproms 3 
by our Suderifick Antimony, which 
ſome call mineral Brzoar and Pa- 
ractiſus his mineral Unicorn, which 
he uſed every day to the quantity 
of eight grains, and he uſed alſo 
three or four drops of ovr Arcanum 
Peſlis in his Broths.

q IT. The Small Pox in three Children. 


A Girl abour ſeven years of age, 
a Boy abour fix years of age, and 
a younger Girl about ſeven months 
old, all fell fick of che Small Pox 
together in one Family, and were 
very full of them. The Parents 
ſending for me, I ordered them 
ro take only my Gutt.e vite every night 
in a Glaſs of Sack, The two eld- 
eſt rook abour rwenty five, thirty 
or 'thirry five drops every mght, 
the youngeſt from ten to eighteen 
gradually encreaſing, Theirdrink 
was a moderate fort of Ale with 2 
Toaſt in it, into which was dropt 
twelve or fiſteen drops of our Tinftura 
Corallorum, in each draught.

By the uſe of theſe Re- 
medies ſhe grew immediately 
well ; inſomuch that the humor 
winch atticted the whole Body 
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but chiefly the head and heart, 
preſently vaniſhed.

XXIII. A Tumour of the Jaw-bones 
and Neck. 


There was one who belonged to 
a Monaſtery, was troubled with a 
Swelling and Tumour of the Jaw-

This Tinfture ſtrengthens the 
Somach and Heart, forrtifies the 
Conco&ion and Digeſtion, excites 
an Appetite, expels Wind, com- 
forts and warms the Bowels, cauſes 
a ſweet breath, and 1s - beneficial 
aainſt all Diſeaſes proceeding of 
cold, It 1s an Avrcanim againſt 
the Plague or Peſtilence, and all 
Peſtilential Feavers, Meaſles, Small 
fox, &c. and 1s profitable againſt 
Melancholy and Alienation of the 
Mind.

that Nature got ground againſt - 
the Diſeaſe. For the Chyrurgick 
part I made'ufe of one James Waſſe, 
a Chyrurgeon living in Church Alley int 
Clements Lane near Canon-ſtreer, 
London, an able and faithful man. 
The Bubo for many dayes ſeemed 
hard like a ſtone, it-was very great 
and painful, and ſwelled up the 
whole right fide of my face ro my 
forchead, after a very dangerous, 
ſtrange and wonderful manner- 
To maturate the Apoſtem; he'or- 
dred this Cataplaſm.

was dreſſed once in twenty four 
houts, and within three weeks he 
we well recovered, inſomuch that 
he had no more occaſion to wear 
a plaiſter.

ro putrifation and turned into 
Matter ; which Opinion is nor ro 
be allowed, becauſe Bruiſes are to 
be diflolved withour Maturation; 
which hath been a thouſand times 
proved in time of War ; the man- 
ner of the cure of ſuch is thus, 
Take Magno Liquort, Oleum Bene- 
diftum of each a libe, mix them, and 
being very hot, wet cloths therein, and 
lay thereon twice 4 day, and in three 
or four dayes they will be reſolved. 
Likewiſe the Oy! of — or 
Oleam Philoſopborum de Terebint hina 
& Cera, will reſolve any ſimple 
bruiſe in three or four hours, only 
by continual anointing the place 
therewith, ſo faſt as it drinketh in 
any ; provided that the bruiſe be 
not above fix or cight hours old;

Of Hurts of the Arms and Fingers. 


I. A Schirrus. 


: Y Brothers Son had a very 
hard Tumor in his right 
Arm, many Cataplaſms for Sup- 
ration and diſcuſſion were ex- 
ibited, bur all in vain ; I finding 
that the Tumor could not be re- 
ſolved, nor brought to a Pepaſmus, 
I ler fix ounces of Blood out of 
the Arm. Afterwards I purged 
him thrice with our Antimozy, ten 
grains being exhibired in pure 
Wine 3 after purgation we endea- 
voured the difcuſling of the Tu- 
mor ; I did anoint that 'cold and 
hard Tumor with the Oy! of Tar- 
tar, and with the Spirit of the 
ſame. Afterwards I applied the 
Balſam of Sulphur, and the ſpirit of 
Chrylal, and the Salr of the ſame 
being diflolved in that Spirit, the 
Tamor did vaniſh within a moneth 
and he was perfeftly cured. Petri 
Fobannis Fart Cur.

I. Panaricium or Whitlow., 

The moſt part of ſuch as are af- 
flited with this malady loſe their 
Finger,but if you would help them 
ſpeedily, you muſt follow this me- 
thod. Firſt,Ler them Blood in the 
Liver Vein, then purge them well; 
afterwards drels the finger with the 
Oyl of Sulphur, which will cauſe 
ſome pain 3 the next day dreſs t 
with magro liquore until it be whole. 


HI. Another manner of Cure, 


You ſhall firſt cut the Nail on 
that part where it moſt grejverh 
them, then rake it away, which 
you may eaſily do without any 
great pain to the Patient ; for the 
Nail is already ſeparated from the 
greived place, Thus when the 
Nail is taken away, touch it with 
our Cauftick ; letir remain lo for 
three daies together, then dreſs it 
every day with magno liquore until 
it be whole, 


IV. TheCure of Lithen or Impttize. 


A Maid of ſeventeen years old 
had all the fleſh on her Thumb 
and Forefinger eaten away with 
the aforeſaid Diſeaſe, which was 
cured by ſtrewing thereon Satcht- 
run Saturui, and applying thereto 
Cerotum Magiſteriale Phiorauant.

A youth eleven years old, had 
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five daies, and dreſt the Ulcers 
ewice a day, waſhing chem firſt 
with our Aqua Regulata, and apply- 
ing after the Unguentin Faſcum of 
Felix Wurtz with Lint, and over 
all a plaiſter of Diacalciteosz and by 
the uſe of theſe things only, in leſs 
than three moneths time he was 
made well.

IX. A Node upon. the left Arm, be» 
tween the Elbow and Wriſt. 


It was a great Node or Gum, 
and had been there fifreen months, 
but without much rrouble ro him ; 
yer he much defired ro be nd of 
Ir : I purged him cight or nine 
rimes with my Pilule Arthritice and . 
applied over the Node this Em- 
plaſter. Tabe Gum Ammoniacum fix 
ounces ; Venice Turpentine thret ounces, 
melt and mix, and ada thereto four 
ounces of our Hercules > * f{ir them to- 
gether over a gentle heat till they are 
well mixt. This was ſpread upon 
Leather and applied, and renewed 
as ofren as it began to grow looſe. 
By theſe things the Gum vaniſhed 
in little more than rwo moneths 
rime.

X, A large Gum upon the right Arm 
in anotber perſon. 


This had been of longer contin- 
uance than the former, and was 
very large, but without much 
trouble ro the ſick, ſave, that 1t 
was very tender. He had tryed 
as he told me, he believed above 
a thouſand things withour ettett, 
And therefore for that reaſon lake, 
as alſo becauſe he earneſt] defired 
to be ſpeedily rid of it, I purſued 


the method in the former cure 
cxaaly,

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exactly, borh as ro the Purging, 
and. the Emplaſier ; but before [ 
applied rhe Emplaſter, T applied a 
large Veſiccatory over the whole 
Gum, which Veſiccatory was four 
times repeated, at due intervals; 
after which I ſer fue Leeches ro the 
place, which drew well; and fix 
dayes after ſer ſix more thereto, 
then cauſed the Plailter in the former 
Obſervationto be applied, by which 
he was Cured in nine or ten weeks 
rime.

warm Larder of which ſhe con- 
cluded had perfeftly cured her 
finger : It was now Winter, and 
froſty Weather afrer her walh- 
ing in the hot Suds, ſhe preſemily 
went co rtncing her Cloths in cold 
Water, upon which an exceecd- 
ing pain followed, and therewith 
a very great inflimmarion, and 
her hand was (well'd ro ſuch a vaſt 
magnitude, as put me into an a- 
maze, it was to my apprehenſion 
as big as a ſmall ſhoulder of mur- 
ton ; and that middle fnger.near- 
Iy as Jarge, as her other Wriſt. 
Whit ſhe had done to it for the 
firſt 10 or 12 days | know nor z bur 
when ſhe came to me, ſhe was 1n

This was laid 
on as warm as ſhe could endure ir 
twice a day, bathing alwayes be- 
forc laying on with the powers of 
Amber. By this means the Sphace- 
lation was prevented, the Gangretn 
retrieved, and the lame hand 
brought on to a hopeful way of 
Cure. In about ten dayes time 
the whole skin was come off, (0 
that the hand and finger was all 
ov<r raG,but the ſwelling 1na man- 
ner quite gone.

and (o continued all day 3 and 
daily encreaſed fiis drops in num- 
ber, till ſuch time as they made 
him Vomit ; then I ordered him 
ro take fewer, til he had fixed 
upon ſuch a Doſe as he could rake 
without Nauſearing, which as he 
rold me was between twenty four 
and thirty drops ; ( though ſome 
cannot take ſo many , yer ſome 
will raxe more, without any ſenſe 
of Operation : ) He continued che 
uſe of rheic things for a4 year, in 
which ſpace of time he was cured, 
and truly I chink nor 1n leſs: it 
being indeed beyond my expecta- 
tion. Such ſtubborn and inve- 
rcrare Diſcaſes as this was, cannot 
be chought ro be done, but in a 
long tract of time, and that with 
a coniaued and atliduous uſe of 
proper Medicines.

melt them together, and then add 
Sheeps Surt three ouncts , mix them, 
Spread it upon Leather and apply 
it, It did the cure but the Patj- 
ent loſt his nail.

A Woman had a very fore

her, leſt ſhe ſhould miſcarry. Her 
Throat was Ulcerared, and part of 
the Uvula was eaten away, and 
ſhe was in great danger of the 
adjacent parrs She cried and made 
a lamcntable moan ro me to do 
ſomerlnng for her, eſpecially rhar 
I would endeavour ro hcal ker 
Throat.

Tumor, or an Apoſtem ought 
ro be CHOU ripe, before 
ir is opened wirh Inſtruments, 
which you may know by the cca- 
fmg of the Symproms, as Hear, 
Pain, and rhe like ; and when the 
Head bf the Apdftem is growty 
pointed and (oft, with ſomerimes 
a kind of whireneſs upon it. But 
before ripeneſs ir ought nor to be 
opened, -unleſs ſome greater dan- 
r enforce it, as in a Parotis be- 
ind the Ears in the Plapue,where- 
m Riverivs has profeſt himſelf ro 
have been very, fucceſsful. Bur 
deing ripe, on the contrary there 
oughr to be no delay, leſt the con- 
tained matter, either finds other 
ways backwards, making Conecy- 
boroughs or Fiſtulaes 3 Or thar it 
ſhould contra a poyſonous, or at 
leaſt a malignant /quality; and by 
Its contagion corrupt the adjacent, 
or ſome other more Noble parts : 
And this is fo much the more to 
be conſidered, if the Apoſtem be

IT. How the Apoſtem is to be opened. 


It is opened either with Inſtru- 
ments, or by help of a Cautery.

XVI. A Caution in curing of Rup-

be a Rupture : if bur one ſtone, 
it js probable the other 1s not faln

' Theſe figns are evident either | 
Thoſe which | 


to reaſon or ſenſe, 
are rationally to be apprehended 
are, Firſt, If a man fall from on 
high, and hit his head upon an 
hard place, Secondly, If a hard 
and heavy body fall from on high 
upon his head. Thirdly, If he 
receives a vchement blow with a 
great force by a Stone or Club, 
Fourthly, If upon this fall or blow, 
he preſcntly fills, much more, if 
he falls, and hes for a time de- 
prived of his ſpeech and ſenſes. 
Fifthly, If che pain when he comes 
to himſelf, 1s very vehement and 
ſevere, and docs continue, ſo that 
he is forced oft ro move his head, 
and place his hand on the place af- 
feted. Sixthly, If when he comes 
our of his amazement, 'or to him- 
ſelf, his mind or reafon be not 
perfe&, but his head 1s giddy, his 
fight dim, and he irregular :1n his 
Motions. Seventhly, If blood up- 
on the blow,comes out at his Eyes, 
Ears, Noſe, or Mouth. Eightly, 
If he be ſick at hearc, and Vomirs 
preſently afrer the blow. Ninth- 
ly,You may alſo judge of a fratture 
by rhe form and magnitude of the 
Weapon, by which the blow was 
piven ; the Wrath, Fury aud 
Strength of. him chart gave it, and 
how the Head was defended or 
not defended at the ſame time, 


Theſe, though ſome of them may 
be without a fracture, yet if ma- 
ny of them come together, eſpe- 
cially of rhe laſt, the thing will be 
out of doubt. 


XXXI. Senſible Signs of a Frafture 
of the Scull. 


Firſt, If che. hair ſtand ſtiff and 
upright in the Wound. Second- 
ly,If with the finger there be felt a 
roughneſs or inequality in the 
Wound, or any thing ſharp ſtick- 
ing up. Thirdly, If with the fin- 
gers you can feel any manifeſt de- 
preſſion of the Scull. Fourthly, 
If none of theſe things be perceiv- 
ed, but from the pain and ather 
Symproms, a fracture be feared ; 

ou muſt make a decuſſate or crots 
mcifiog on the hairy Scalp,cutting 
it croſs, ſo as the Incifions may 
meet in the midſt of the place ſui- 
peed ; then lay the bone bare, 
and if the fra#ure be any thing 
conſiderable you will ſee it; bur if 
it be a (mall Fiflure, fo as it cannot 
be cafily ſeen, you muſt feel after 
it with an Inſtrumenr ; and if then 
it cannot be found, the Scull muſt 
be ſcraped very carefully, thar the 
fiſſure may be diſcerned, which 
many times is as ſmall as a fine 
hair, and is hard to be ſeen unleſs 
the Bone of the Scull be beſmeared 
with Ink; for then, be ir never 
ſo ſmall, when the Ink is wiped a-

tif the flux will not be ſtopt by 
medicines, and you find ſome 
principal Veſſel by which ir iſſuethz 
enter a needle with a thread on 
the ourfide of the Scalp, and re- 
rurn it again from the inſide out» 
wards, ſo that the thread may 
croſs the Veſſel ; and now with the 
rwo ends of the thread, which are

This happens ſometimes with a 
breaking of the skin, and ſome- 
times withour 1t. It happens with- 
out, when the Inſtrament which 
did the miſchief was obtuſe and 
equal; bur however there will be 
an Ecchymoſis upon 1t, viz. an effu- 
ſion of blood under the hairy Scalp, 
upon the place of the contuſion. If 
this effuſion be ſmall.jt may by diſ- 
cuſhves be diflolved ; bur if it be 
great, ſo that the Scalp riſes from 
the Scull,;ncifion muſt be made, & 
ſo cleanſed. Now here you muſt 
not uſe Suppuratives, as in a fleſhy 
part you ought ro do, for that all 
moiſt things are enemies to the 
Bones.

XXXVII. What is to be done 
Incifion.

The Splinrs are not only to be 
taken away, but the Edges of the 
broken bones are alſo to be ſmoo- 
rhed ; for you muſt avoid as much 
as poſſible, not only the danger 
and hazard, but alſo the offence 
and putting your Parient to pain. 
If you can take up and ſeparate the 
broken bones with a ſimple Leva- 
tor; uſe neirher Crows-bill nor For- 
ces , and if eicher of rheſe will do, 
uſe not the Trepan; for ſometimes 
by the uſe thereof, ſo much of the 
Scull which was bur ſplit, has been 
{oa looſned, as to induce Terrible 


ſymptoms, which might otherwiſe 
have been avoided ; for Nature 
many times does, and perfeQs thar 
and ſuch cures, which an Artiſt 
by medling withall would ſpoil, 
[t 1s not for nothing that the Medi- 
tullium, viz, that Bloody, Alimen- 
rary ſubſtance 1s placed berween 
the Tables of the Scull ; bur that 
by ita Callous ſubſtance _ be Ge- 
nerated, for ro unite, ſtrengthen 
and make one again the broken 
bones, Therefore ſee that you 
make a way for the evacuation of 
the Sanies or corrupt matter in 
every Fiſſure and Fratture : but 
ſtrive not too much to uncover the 
Mz*ninx, nor to do more than is ne- 
celiary, but be ſure '' leave no 
aſperiry or roughneſs upon the 
Edges of the hon er Hr pon take 
away, you muſt either lzvigate 
the brims of the Hole made, or 
Edges of the broken bone by the 
Lenticular (See it Tab. VII. at I.)

to a hairs breadth. Some are ſu- 
perficial ; ſome penetrate tro the 
Meditullium, ſome depreſs both the 
Tables ; ſome are long,ſome ſhorr. 
ſome broad, ſome narrow, ſome 
round, according to the form of 
the Weapon, and the force or 
ſtrength; which went along with 
it, The inſtruments whereby this 
kind of fracture is managed .are the 
fame with thoſe uſed in the for- 
mer fratures, and thoſe only, 
excepting the Trepan 3 of which 
ſingular Inſtrument, we intend 
anon to give you a particular Diſ- 
courſe in a Section by it ſelf. 


XLIV. What muſt be done in the Cure 
of the Sedes or Stat. 

If a part of che Scull be abſolutely 
broken or cut off from the reſt,yet 
if it hang to the Pericraniumand 
the-Scalp, it muſt nor be pulled 
away as unprofitable, bur ought ro 
be repoſed again in its proper place, 
for Nature will again unite it cothe 
other bones of rhe Scull, by means 
of a Callus. - Paveus has a famous 
Obſervation of this kind : A Cap- 
tain (faith he ) had a great part 
of his Forchead bone fo fliced 
with a Sword, chat it only hung 
by the Pericranium, and the Muſcy- 
lous skin of the Forehead, and fell 
upon his Eyes, fo that che Menihx 
or Dura Mater might be ſeen bare; 
hecleanſed awaythe blood from che 
Mminx or Membrane, and repoſed 


the bone in irs place, and faſtned it 
on the upper part to the Scalp,hy a 
ſeam of three ſticches, filling up 
the reſt of the fides of the wound 
with Plegers of Lint, char there 
might be way left for the Sanies co 


| iſſue forth, ſo the bone was again 


faſtned to the reſt of the Scull, 
and rhe man recovered. If there 
be only a notch, cut, chap, or 
ſharp impreſſion z having opened 
the hairy Scalp, as we have former- 
ly caught,you muſt ſcrape the bone,

bone. So thar if the Pericranium, 
whoſe original is from che internal 
thick Memhxane of the: Brain b 
the Surures of the Scull, and whi 
encompaſles and wraps in the ſaid 
Muſcles be but lightly inflamed, it 
will pony cauſe all che thick 
and thin Membranes of the Brain 
to ſuffer with it by conſent.

Take 'Frankincenſe an 
ounce, Aloes half an ounce 3 ma 
them into powder, which mix with [0 
much Glair of Eggs, as will make it 
of the "thickneſs of honey, then dip the 
Wool of a Hare in it, and bind to the 
art that bleeds. If powder of fine 
le,and powder of Toads of each 
a dram were added to ir, it would 
be never the worſe, Secondly, 
Sperniolum compoſitum Crolii, given 
ro four, five or fix grains. Third- 
bh This of Johnfion 1n his Idea Me- 
cine, Take Potters Clay, make it 
into a ſojſt Emplaſter, with the moſt 
(harp Vinegar of Roſes, which lay 
upon a band four inches broad, and rt« 
new it 45 often us it dries, until ſuch 
time as the flux of blood (which is 
commonly in half an hour, and fonts 
times in leſs) us ftont. It 1s a very 
good thing indeed, bur if it was 
made into-a ſoft Emplaſter with

Fourthly, Nor near 
the loweſt Edges of rhe Scull ; leſt 
when a way 15 open, the ſoft ſub- 
ſtance of the Brain, preſt with its 
own weight, ſhould fink into the 
Orifice. Fifthly, Nor upon the 
bones of the Sinciput in a Child, 
for that thoſe bones continue lon- 

| ſofr, and will not bear the In- 
ſtrumenr. Sixthly, Laſtly, Nor 
upon the Temple bones, uſe 
of the Temporal Muſcle, whoſe 
Setion or Incifion, as Hippocrates 


faich, cauſes a convulfion 1n the 


oppoſire Temple ; for being cur 
overthwart, it looſes its proper 
ation of lifting up the lower Jaw 
to the upper. And therefore {airh 
the old man, That when there are 
Muſcles, that are Congeneres in op- 
poſite parts, viz, which are of e- 

ual number, magnitude and 

ength, the Reſolxtion of thoſe on 
One ſide, brings a Corvulſion on 
thoſe of the other. 


LX XIV. What other burts follows the 
Wounding the Tumporal Mulcle. 


The Evil before ſpecified, does 
fior only happen upon the wonnd- 
ng the Temporal Muſcle 3 bur allo 


(becauſe it is in continual motion 
in ſpeaking and chawing ) being 
divided jt canngt be united again- 
And this Muſcle is juſt over the 
Commillure of the ſtony Bones ; 
now upon a commiſure or (uture, 
no Trepan may be ſer, for the 
reaſon above alledged. Laſtly , 
Through the body of this Muſcle, 
many Veins and Arteries, and 
more Nerves are ſcattered, which 
if they ſhould be cut, many very 
dangerous ſymptoms muſt follow, 
as Feavers, Inflammartions, intolle- 
rable pains, Convulſions both of 
the Temple and whole body, and 
in the end Death it ſelf, There- 
fore attempt not the. cutting of 
this Muſcle, the pricking or bruiſ- 
ing of it, has often cauſed death 
in leſs than twenty hours. 1f 
therefore there be a neceſſity of 
Trepaning, fer the Trepan above 
Ir, or by the fide of it, but ſo that 
you rouch not the Muſcle ir ſelf. 


LXXYV. Proud or Fungous fleſh in 4 
ſrabture of the Temple bone. 


We will diſpatch this Section by 

a Hiſtory out of Parevs. A mans 
Temple-bone was fraftured wirh 
a piece of a Stone, upon which 
he fell to the ground, blood iflued 
out of his Mouth, Noſe and Ears, 
he vomited vehemently, and lay 
mure and aſtoniſhed fourreen days, 
being ſtrangly afflited with Con- 
vulſions, and his face pufted up, 
He was Trepanned 1n the Fore- 
head bone, at the fide of the Tem- 
poral Maſcle. The twenty fifth 
day a ſoft ſpungy fleth of Exquiſite 
ſenſe grew out of the hole made hy 
the Trepan, whoſe growth Cath:- 
rtical powders could nor reſicam; 
k k 2 This 
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Tins ſpongy fleſh is eaten away by 
Medicines, which have a ſpecifick 
quality to conſume jt, and fuch 
are thoſe that do excecdingly dry, 
but wear and eat away more mode- 
rately. As, Tabe Savin in powder 
two drams ; Oher one dram, mn pow- 
. - der mix thim together, and ſprinkleit 
upon the Excreſcence. Or this. Take 
Hermidaftyls what quantity you pleaſe ; 
burn them, and mak them into a fine 
powder ſor the ſame uſe, Bur if this 
Fungous fleſh grows to be as big as 
an Egp, then tye ir, as near the 
root as you can, with a ſtrong ſilk 
thread well waxed, and draw the 
knot (o cloſe, trill it fall off; and 
upon the root thereof, ſtrew the 

wders before mentioned ; fo 


will ir ſooner dye, than by other 


more ſharp Catheretichs. 


LXXVI. Of the Corruption and Rot- 
tenneſs of the bones of the Scull, 


A Sphacelus or Rottennefſs of the 
fratured bones of the Scull, ariſes 
either from their being rouched 
with the Ambient Air ; or from 
Sanies concluded under chem, pu- 
triſying it ſelf, and rotring them ; 
or, from the Chirurgeons want of 
Skill, by applying ſuppurating and 
Oily Medicines, when they ought 
not to be, by which che bones 
looſe their Natural Temper and 
become roo moiſt, and the adja- 
cent fleſh is inflamed and changed 
into Quittor, which falling upon 
the bone, and ſtaying there, makes 
the Ulcer foul and ſordid, and by 
degrees ſeizing upon the bone, be- 
gers a maligmity, whereby there is 
This 
change of the bone to a ſtate of 
Corruption, which we call Caries, 


created an Inftammarion. 


15 ſenſible to the Eye, for that the 
bones from being White become 
Tellowiſh, and by little and little 
Black: alſo being touched with the 
Probe, they are not ſmooth as they 
ought to be, bur rough and une- 
qual, And when the Carioſity Pree 
vails, the Probe will find the bone 
ſpongy, and fink a little into it, or 
at leaſt make the bone give way 
to It 2 Art length the rotten moj- 
ſture being dryed up, the bone 
will grow ſo dry and hard, that the 
Trepan will ſcarcely cut it, though 
it be yet rotren. Bur the laſt ſign 
of a- Carious bone, is when the fleſh 
above it, is too ſoft and flabby, 
and almoſt inſenſible. 


LXXVII. How this Carioſity or rot- 
tenneſs of the bone muſt be cured. 


The Caries muſt be taken away 
with Caureries either ARual or 
Potential. This Powder is faid to 
be available. Tabe Florentine Orice, 
Ariflolochia, of each half an ounce ; 
Centaury an ounce; Corticis Pint two 
ounces : mabe them into a ſubtil prow- 
der ana mix them. But if the Caries 
be much, you muſt uſe the ſcrap- 
ing Inſtruments before mentioned, 
(See Tab. IT. at N. and Tab, VII. 
at N.) and if the rortenneſs go 
through the whole bone, do nor 
divide the corrupted part from the 
ſound, bur letir fall away of it (elf; 
but now and then you may be 
moving of it with your Probe, for 
ſo Nature will che ſooner caſt it 
off. As for the place of the bone 
' Trepanned 3 Or, that which has 
raken Air 3 Or, that which was 
Caurerized ; Or, whereon the Ce- 
phalick powders have been ſtrew- 


cd, do all commonly ſcale in forty 
dayes 
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dayes more or leſs ; and yer ac- 
cording to the difference of the 
Age, Sex, Temperament, and 
Habit of the Sick, ir may be fifty 
or ſixty dayes, or more before 
they ſcale. And in the like ſpace 
of time, the bone will firmly u- 
nite by a Callous, which 1s like 
the unirion of the skin by a Scar. 


LXXVIIT. What muſt be done if the 
Bone be Spacelated. 


In this caſe the bone cannot be 
reſtored 53 nor can any plate of 
gold or filver be fo fixed co the 
head, that the hairy ſcalp ſhall 

w over It z bur if the hole be 

ll, it muſt be ſtopt with ſome 
fit ſtopple 3 otherwiſe a Perruck 
or Perriwig muſt be (oartificically 
made, as to defend the void ſpace 
from ourward injuries, and to keep 
the part warm. 


LXXIX, Of the hurts of the Dura 
Mater in 4 fratture of the Scull. 


Although we have ſpoken ſome- 
thing to this before, yer theſe fol- 
lowing nores may be added. Firſt, 
Somerimes by the Trepan, the Dura 
Mater is hurc or torn ; in this caſe 
agplurinatives are ſpeedily ro be 
uſed. Pareus commends the fol- 
lowing. Take Roſin or Colophory [ix 
drams ; fine Myrrh, Aloes, Mallich, 
Sanguis Draconis, ana two drams 
Saffron a (cruple 5, Sarcoco! a dram ; 
mx and mabe a ſubtil powder. As 
for cleanſing the wound from S4- 
wes or any rotren matter lying be- 
ween the Scull and Meninx, it 
muſt be done wich a Probe arm'd 
wich Lint, or a Rag rowled many 
times abour ir, and moiſtned with 


ſyrup of Roſes or Wormwood, and 4 
little ſpirit of Wine, and this you 
muſt go every dreſling, command- 
ing alſo your Patient to ſtop his 
Noſe and Mouth, and then to 
breathe out as ſtrongly as he can, 
that ſo the matter to be taken away 


may riſe up, fo as for the Probe to 
meet with it, 


LXXX, What muſt be done if the 
| Dura Mater be tumified in the caſe 
afortſaid, 


And this may haply be when it 
1s offended by the rough edges of 
the Scull Trepanned, Here you 
muſt have the In{trument to preſs 
down the Dura Mater, (St it Tab. 
VII. at M.) Its uſed ater Tre- 
panning the Scull, and as ofren as 
you dreſs the wound , where 1n 
prefiing it down to the Dura Mater, 
you muſt bid the Parient to (trive 
to put forth his breath, ſtopping his 
Mouth and Noſe, ſothat the marrer 
may more eaſily come forth.

LXXXT. What muſt be done if the 
Dura Mater ſaffers with an In- 
fammation, with a Plegmon ont at 
tle ſratiure above the Edges of the 
Scull, 


Upon ſuch ſymptoms as theſe, 
other grievous ſymptoms muſt 
needs enſue. In this caſe meddle 
net alone, bur call for ſome $kil- 
ful Aſhſtanrs, and a learned and 
practical Phyfician. Aud now en- 
large the Orifice with Forceps to 
break off bones of the Scull (See Tab, T. 
at NP 02.) and let the Phyſician 
preſcribe a firing Diet, and proper 
purging Phyſick, Cordials, &c. 
Abare the Inflammation with this 
Fomentation. Take ſeeds of Line, 
Marin-mallows, Fennel, Pſilium, leaves 
of Red Roſes, ana one ounce; Night- 
ſh2de, Plantene, of cach a handful : 
mabe a decaftion in water for a fo- 
m#tation. Drop into the Ears A- 
nodyne Medicines, and other pro- 
per things. Bur if theſe things be 
done in yain, and you fear matrcr

under the Dura Mater, you muſt 
divide the Membrane with your

Tabe Venice Turpentine thee 
ounces ; Honey of Roſes two 0ances 
Barley flower three drams 3 Sarcocot 
two drams ; Saffron baif a dram;, 
Venice Turpentine three ounces; Spirit 
of Wine balf an ounce ; mix and bout 
them a little together. Fourthly, » 
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it proceed from the unskilful uſing 


of moiſt and ojly medicines cleanſe 


it with driers. Tabe powder of Vir- 
ginean Snakeroot, of, Zedoary and Bay- 
berries of each half at ounce; Bexoar 
mineral, Hermadattyls burnt, ana, 4 
dram; mix them. Fifthly, If from 
the uſe of biting and hot medi- 
cines, ute ſuch as are more gentle 
and cooling. Take Birthwort root, 
Biſlort root in fine powder of each balf 
ant Ounce 1 _ oil root, Rice, of 
each in fine powaer, two drams; Bar- 
ly Meal a dram; mix them. Sixth- 
ly, If from the putrefation of irs 
proper ſubſtance, you may uſe 
the following preſcript by Vigo's 
direftion. Tabe Spirit of Wine two 
ounces; Honey of Roſts balf an ounce 
mix them, If that be not ſtrong 
enough, uſe this of Pareys. Tab 
ſpirit of Wine, Honey bf Roſes, ana, 
two ounces z Mercurius dulcis Levi- 
gated two drams; gine them a Walm 
or two boiling.

are) are not eaſily hurt, but bY 
thoſe things which. have a ſtrong 
and violenr operation.” Secondly, 
Becauſe they are to be conſerved 
and reftored, with ſuch medicines 
as are of like Temper with them. 
Bur if yer notwithſtanding all cheſe 
things, the Membrane does ſwell 
above the Scull, and remain black 
and dry, the Patients eyes become 
flaming, prominent and wander- 
ing, with ja&arions and a Phrenly ;

Take Terra ſigillata, . fine Bole, ana, 
two drams ; Myrth,” Aloes, Maſtich, 
Frankincenſe, ana one dram ; powder 
of Toads fleſh dryed three drams ; fine 
flower balf an ounce ; mix them with 
the white of an Egg.

It theſe things 
do nor, uncover the Wound, with 
your Thumb, preſs che blood our 
of rhe wound and the mouth of 
rhe Veſſel, and hoid your Thumb 
upon 1T, tl] the blood 1s clodded. 
{0 25 1t will cloſe up the Vent, If 
th:s does not, rake the Orifice of 
tiz2 Veilcl, on thar fide che hearr 
1s, and with ſome part of the fleſh 
ſtitch it up; but becauſe in this 
caſe the Orifices will ſhrink up- 
wards and downwards into the fleſh 
you muſt divide the skin, till you 
find rhe Orifice, and then ſtitch it, 
as before, and bind ir up ſafe, nor 
removing the Ligature, . till the 
fleth be grown over the mouth of 
the veſſel, If the place or nature 
of the part, will nor admit of this 
operation, ycu muſt uſe Cauteries, 
viz, either Aftual, when rhe part 
will bear it; or Porential, as yow- 
dey of Calcin'd Vitrial ; or calcin'd 
Vitriol mixt with burxt Alum ; The 
Eſchar you muſt not haſten, bur 
ſuffer it ro fall off of its own accord, 
and fo danger will be avoided ;

LXXXV+ What 1s to be done, if the 
Aſpera Arteria, 87 Gullet be di- 
vided. 


In this Caſe, you muſt with all 
your skill and care, ſtitch up the 
wound, and app!ying over it pro- 
per Plaiſters, bind ir up. In the 
mean ſeaſon.give him for his food, 
ſtrengchning Broths and Gellies, 
but lerhim not eat any thing which 
may cauſe an extention of the part 
in ſwallowing. This following 
Gargariſm, which will ſupple the 
part, deterge, applutinate, eaſe 
pain, and help breathing may be 
uled.

| gotten out of the Thorax. 


| Place the ſick upon a bed, with 
» WH his Head and Breaft hanging over 
the ſide, and a foorſtool, to lean 
his Elbow upon, to ſtay his body 
with ; and then ſtopping his Noſe 
and his Mouth, let him ſwell his 
Lungs, and therewith the Midrift 
will riſe, and fo the blood will 
iſue out at the wound, eſpecially 
if you clear the Orifice from clod- 
ded blood with your finger, or 
ſome proper inſtrumenr. When 
ſome part of it is come away, lay 
him at eaſe upon his bed, and in- 
jet into the wound with a large 
ſyringe an inje&ion, made with a 

coftion of Barley eight parts 3 Ho- 
wy of Roſes ſtrained, Spirit of Wine, 
of each one part 3 well diſſolved and 
nixed together. Being injefted, ler 
him rowle himſelf on both ſides, 
.and round as it were, to rinſe or 
waſh the capacity of the Thoraz, 
. Wl and then lay him over his bed fide 
a3 before, thar the injeftion may 
come forth again,with che remain- 
der of the blood mixed with ir. 
The next day iterate the Injection, 
bur make it ſomewhat more deter- 
five, but put in no very bitter 
things, for the taſt will eaſily paſs 
through the Lungs to the mourh, 
Haſten this cleanſing of the Thorax 
withall the ſpeed that may be, 
that you may leave Tenting the 
wound, for otherwiſe it will ſoon 
.grow fiſtulous. When in rhe be- 
ginning you Tent it, make not 
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your Tents of Linr, leſt it be 
drawn by the breath into the Tho- 
rax, but make it of fine old Cloth 
or Rags, lerring a good part of ir 
hang by, or be faſtned to the Bol- 
ſter, that you may draw it out ar 
pleaſure ; for if it fall in it is cer» 
tain death. Now obſerve how 
much of the Inje&ion you caſt in, 
and ſee you have it all again forth, 
for if any of ir ſtay behind, ic will 
do miſchief. The injeRion being 
returned have in readineſs a Silyer 
or Leaden Pipe, with two or three 
holes in the end of it that goes in- 
to the wound, that by jt the Sa- 
nies may come . forth, The ourt- 
ward end of itis robe broad, and 
to have broad Wings on each ſide 
(ro keep ir from going into the 
Orifice) with holes in them, thar 
with ſtrings it may be tyed faſt. 
Its broad Orifice is to be ſtopt with 
a large piece of ſponge moiſtned 
with Wine and 4qx2 Vite warmed 
ropether, to keep our the cold air, 
and receive the Sanious matrer 
from rhe wound ; which ir will the 
berrer do, if the Sick ſtop his 
Breath often, and rowl himſelf as 
aforeſaid, eſpecially on the wound- 
ed fide. This Pipe you muſt uſe 
till che wound becomes whole, 
then may you ſafely endeavour the 
Cicatrice, not before. 


LXXXVIIT. What muft be done if 
the Orifice becomes Fiſtulous. 


If it degenerates into a Fiſtula, 
which it will ſometimes do, do 
what you can, then is the miſchief 
doubled, for Fiſtula's of the Tho- 
rax or Breſt, are ſcarcely ever cur- 
ed, Firſt, Becauſe the Muſcles of 
the Thorax are in continual morion. 

Secondly, 
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Secondly, Becauſe the Ribs have 
no other inward covering, but the 
Plewa, which has lictle blood in it. 
Thirdly, Becauſe the wound has 
no ficſh to reſt againſt; ſo that 
1s lips cannot be ſhyrch'd, or drawn 
together by a Ligature, to induce 
healing, In this caſe therefore 
you muſt make uſe of the former 
Silver or Leaden Pipe, and con- 
rinue the uſe of ir till the fiſtula 
becomes dry ; after which, you 
muſt manage the Cure as Nature 
ſhall indicate ro you. 


LXXXIX. Of Gunſhot Wounds in 
General. 


Gun-ſhot wounds are either 
more ſimple, or more compound. 
The more ſimple, are thoſe which 
have feweſt ſymptoms, where the 
Bullet did fall in a fleſhy part, and 
no notable Veſlel is broken, the 
Buller is ſmall, and the wound 
bur ſuperfictary,or not very deep : 
ſuch a wound will be cured well 
nigh as eaſily as a wound made 
with any other Weapon that 
wounds with contuſion, which 15 
common to all Gun-ſhot wounds 
more or leſs. The more Compound, 
are thoſe, which have more Symp- 
roms, greater contuſion, Lacerati- 
on, Diſtemper or Tumor 3 as alſo 
any bone is broken, any notable 
Veſſel hurt or broken, with great 
Diſtemper, Inflammation or Tu- 
mor ſucceeding the wound; where 
che Buller is great, and the wound 
p-netrating far or very deep, or 
going through - and through the 
Body ; In theſe wounds the cure 
of the ſymproms does many times 
diverr us from our courſe of Sup- 
puration, t:1l we have provided 


for them, as being more danger- 
ous 3 and according to theſe ya- 
ries the cure is more difficult, 


NC. The Signs and Prognoſtichs q 
Gunſhot Wounds, 


The General fign is that ir is 
Orbicular in its Orifice, if made 
with a Bullet. Its colour is alſo 
altered, to livid, blewiſh, greeniſh 
or both, and there is a ſeeming 
heavineſs in the wound, as if ſome 
huge weight had fallen upon the 
part ; the blood iſſues our meanly, 
the parts are very much bruiſed, 
and Py ſwell, fo rhat you 
can ſcarcely put a Pleget into 1 
for the (welling of the Lips of the 
Wound, which alſo hinder the 
fuing forth of the Blood : there 
is alſo great heat, with contuſion, 
for that the Buller being round, 
It has no edges, fides or corner to 


cut its way, and therefore enters} "© 
with extream violence. FromW "© 
cheſe ſigns accompanied with pain, be 


many ill Symproms oftentimes a- 
riſe, as fluxion of Humors, In- 
flammation , Apuſtemartjon and 
Convulfion,from whence you may 
prognaſticate Frenſie, Palfic, Gan- 
green, Mortification and ſomerime:

You muſt firſt enlarge the wound 
(if the nature, ſcituation, and 
condition of the part will permit) 
both that the Sanies may the more 
freely come forth, and that you 
may the more eaſily get any thing 
out which is got within with rhe 
Buller (as Rags, Tow, Paper, birs 
of Harneſs, &c.) as alſo the Bul- 
et je ſelf, ſplinters of bones, bruil- 
ed fleſh,ec. all which with as much 
ſpeed as may be are to be taken a- 
way ; for in the beginning the 
pain and inflammation is not ſo 
great as it will be afterwards. To 
do this, pur the ſick into the po- 
ſure he was in when he received 
the wound, elſe the converſion of 
the Muſcles will eicher cloſe up 
the paſſage by which the Buller en- 
tred, ' or at leaſt make jr much 
marrower. Now you muſt ſeek 
for the foreign matter in the 
wound (with your finger if it may 
be, for that is moſt cerrain, other- 
wiſe) with a round obtuſe pointed 
Probe, that it may enter without 
pain 3 with which find our the 
lace of the Buller, The Bul- 
t being found, you muſt rake it 
out, either with a toothed Crows- 
bill Forceps ( See TabI. at O) Or 
with the ſtreight Cranes-bill Forceps 
(See Tab IL. at P. Tab. VE. at IL.) 
Or with Gooſe-bill Forceps (See Tab. 
IV. at F G.) according to the va- 
niety of the Buller, or part it is 
lodged in requires. The Cranes- 
bill forceps is of good uſe to rake 
our ſmall-ſhor, or any other ſmall 
things out of the dilared Wound. 
If the Bullet do not deſcend deep,

You ought to uſea ſilver Probe, 
round and ſmooth, with a butron 
at the end, and (o long that it may 
reach to the bottom of the wound, 
for being ſmooth and burroned, ic 
will not violate the fleſh in the 
ſearch ; ir ought alſo to have a 
Needles Eye, that if the wound be 
through and through, you may 
draw a Seton or Flamula through ir, 
which you _ _ with Medi- 
cines proper for this purpoſe. But 
if the wound be nor St 
nearly through, ſo that the Buller 
cannot be drawn forth where ir

For hy ſuppuration, 
the contuſed fleſh is ſeparated from 
the found, which otherwiſe by its 
contagion would alſo be brought 
mrto putrefation. Alſo, when the 
excrementitious humor is conclud- 
ed by the Eſchar, it reſts in the 
part affeed, and then the purrifi- 
ed vapours proceeding therefrom, 
not having vent, are mulrtiplyed, 
tranſmitred and diffuſed, from the 
lefler Veſſels into rhe greater, and 
from them inro the whole body, 
whereby an evil habit is begotren, 
which in a ſhort rime will prohibir 
rhe healing. When you have 
reaſon therefore to ſuſpett purre- 
faction, or any inclination thereto, 
you muſt forbear ſuppuratives,and 
apply ſuch as refift putrefaGion ; 
ſuc!» are Egyptiacum, or this fol- 
lowing. Take Roch Alum in pode, 
Verdigreece, Roman Vitriol, ana, t 

ounces ; the beſt Vinegar, a ſufficient 
quantity ;, boil all together according 
to art, till it is of the thickneſs of 
Honey. The heat and (ubtilry of 
rhis medicine, pives it a faculty to 
cut and attenuate humors, recall 
and cſtavliſh rhe natural hear of 


ano1nt or beſmear the Tent,Seton, 
or Flamula, Arthe firſt dreſſing 
you (hall -aake your Tents longer 
and thicker : longer, that they 
may reach the depth of the wound;

haſten ſuppuration, and to looſen 
an Eſchar, If you have not -

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Ojl of Whelps, you may uſe this fol- 
lowing.” -Tabe Linſeed Oyl, and Oy! 
of Lillies, ana three ounces 3 Baſilicon 
we ounce melt and mix them. But 
whar is Superiour to theſe is that 
of Jonbertys, ro wit, Unguentum 
Nicotiane, of which you may put 
s much into the wound as you 
hall chink it, being melted and 
juſt warm. It ſupples, moiſtens 
the lips of the wound, eaſes pain 
wonderfully, brings forward ſup- 
puration, ( which is the chief 1n- 
tention inall cheſe kind of wounds, 
for that all contuſed fleſh muſt ne- 
celſarily be marurated, that new 
and ſolid fleſh may be regenerated 
in irs room ) and for the moſt 
part, performs all the intentions 
of the Cure. Jonbertus alſo com- 
mends this/ following Medicine , 
which has ſcarcely any equal in 
Our Phyſica] Republick. Take 
Mercury twice calcined and Levigated 
me ounce; Hogs Lard, or new freſh 
butter eight ounces 5 Camphire (diſ- 
lived in a little Spirit of Wine) two 
trams ; mix all together, adding a 
little Linſeed Oyl, or Oyl of Lillies. 
Reaſon and Experience both com- 
mend this medicine, nor ſhall 
Jonbert 1s want praiſe for inventing 
the ſame, fo long as the World 
endures. For by the Mercury, the 
contuſed fleſh is ſuddenly turned 
into Quittor,, and yer with almoſt 
no pain, And by the Camphire, 
nor only the corruption and pu- 


J trefaftion 15 reſiſted, but by rea- 


ſon of its ſubtile and volatile parts, 
t penetrates unverſally, caſes 
pain, and ſtrengrhens the weakned 
and opprelled Faculties. And be 
ſure you apply no refrigerating 
and aftringenr Medicines to the 
parts adjacenr, leſt you cool and 
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weaken the Faculties, and ſo hin- 
der (uppuration ; and wirhall con- 
ſtipate and cloſe up the Pores, ſo 
thar the putrid vaj»,rs not expir- 
ing /as they ought) a Gangreen 
or Morttfication be cauſed. 


XCV. What muſt be done if the Con- 
tuſion be extraordinary great. 


If che contuſion be ſo great that 
much fle&h about the wound is 
bruiſed, you muſt make many 
Scarrifications and deep, that the 
part may be disburthened of that 
bruiſed and extravaſated blood, 
which if it remains will cafily de- 
generate into putrefation, Bur 
co the parts farther remore from 
the Wound, which compaſs about 
the contuſed fleſh, you muſt ap- 
ply temperate and corroborating 
medicaments, to ſtay and prevenr 
the defluxion of Humors, ſuch as 
this following. Take fine Bolt , 
Sariguis Draconis, fine Myrrh, ana, 
one ounce Whites of two or three 
Eggs; Vintgar of Roſes, a ſufficient 
quantity, mix and make a Liniment. 
This and the like you may uſe, nll 
the fear of Accidents 1s over. The 
matrer of the dreſſing being done, 
you muſt rake great care of the 
binding. Place rhe Sick,as much as 
may be, in an indolent Scituation, 
or poſture ; dreſs them not above 
once in twenty four hours at firſt, 
till che Quirror begins to run, then 
dreſs rwice a day ; but if it flows 
very much, fo that it 15 trouble- 
ſome to the Sick, dreſs it every 
eight hours, and then again when 
it begins to fail, only ewice a davz 
and when the Ulcer begins to fill 
with fleſh, only once in twenty 
four hours, 

XCYTI. The 
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XCVI. - The way of ordering the 
ſecond Dreſſing. 


Art ſecond dreſſing (if no ſuſpi- 
cion of putretaRtion or a Gangrene 
be ) pour into the wound only 
ſome of the aforeſaid Oyi's well bea- 
ten with the yolks of Eggs, and 4 
little powder of Saffron. This uſe 
ſo long, till the Samtes of the wound 
be- digeſted into Quitror, which 
will be longer than in other kinds 
of wounds not made with Gun- 
fhor, for that rhe natural hear 15 
more diflipated.

three ounces ; Honey of Roſes two 
ounces  Bariey Flower three drams 1 
Saffron a ſcruple mix all together 
wery well, making a detergent of a 
middle conſotency.

Strain 
and add in fine powder, Aloes, Ma- 
(tich, Orrice Root, Barley meal, ana, 
one dram z mix them.

Or thus. Take Venice Turpentine 
froe ounces 3 Honey of Roſes thrie 
ounces 3 Oyl of Roſes an ounce; Myrrb, 
Alots, Maſtich, round Birthwort 
Rodts, ana, a dram and balf ; mix 
them for a detergent. 


Theſe or ſome ſuch like Medi- 
dicines you ſhall uſe with Tents 
not roo long, nor too thick, leſt 
che Vapours be ſtopt in, which 
by their ſharpneſs and acrimony 
may cauſe- new pain, fluxion of 
Humors, Inflammation, Eating, 
hollowneſs in the Ulcer, Purrefa- 
cion, &c, bur if your Tents, 
will neither reach co the-bortom, 
nor ſcarcely keep rhe wound open 
till che foreign Matter and Quirror 
are excluded jn ſuch finous and pro- 
found wounds uſe the following In- 
jection. 


Tabe Barlry-water two quarts 3 
Agrimony, Burnet, Centaury the leſs, 
Plantane, Wormwood, ana, balf 4 
handful ; Roots of round Birthwort 
half a dram; make a decoftion to 4 
pound and half; in the Colature diſ-

twpether , that the Matter may 
he berter come forth ; but beware 
Nt; LyOu leave not any of the Rags 
ir Lint in the wound. The dou- 
tle Cloths alſo which you lay over 
the Orifice of the wound, and up- 
Mm the hollow Tents, ſhould have 
1 large perforation in them, at

XCVIII. The binding np the Wound, 
and drawing forth ſhatterzd Bones. 


| You muſt he cautious, that you 
bind ir not up roo ſtraight,leſt you 
hinder the coming forth of the 
purrid Vapaurs. and Excrements, 
proceeding from the contuſed 
fleſh, whereby an Atrophia of the 
part will be endangered, by keep- 
ing the nutriment from ir. . You 
muſt alſo begin ro rowl from the 
botrom of rhe wound, proceeding 
orderly to the Top or Orifice of ir; 
for by this means, the Matter the 
better falls away, Laſtly you ſhall 
alſo wet your Clothes and Row- 
lers, with Oxycratum or ſha 
Wine, for thar ſtrengthens the 
part and parts adjacent, and helps 
to ſtop the flux of Humors, And 
ſince ſometime from the vehe- 
mency of the Collifion, the bones 
are broken and ſhattered into ſmall 
pieces, which art firſt dreſſing can- 
not be gotten out, but remaining 
behind, prick and vex the wound 
extreamly, you ſhall bring them 


forth by the following, or ſome 
(uch other like medicine.

XCIX. What remains to be done, af- 
ter the ſecond dreſſeng. 


All things being hitherto per- 
formed according to Art, ſo that 
now the wound begins to grow 
dry, you ſhall now rake care to 
regenerate new fleſh, and after- 
wards to draw a cicatrice upon 1t. 
And becauſe this is rather the 
work of Nature than of Medicine, 

ou muſt order him a good Diet, 
in reſpet of his Food and Drink, 
preſcribe proper vulnerary drink, 
and withall, now and than gently 
purge the body as you fee occa- 
fion, wirh fir Catharricks, that all 
ſuperfluous Humors ( which may 
hinder healing _) may be carried 
out of the body, with other pre- 
ſcriprions and regulations, accord- 
ing to the indications preſent , 
whether they be Coughs, Hoarſe- 
neſs, Spitting or Piſſing Blood, 
Heaicks, Conſumption, Feavers, 
ſickneſs at Heart, Fainting,Swoon- 
ing, or ſuch other like.

Conſtirution,Nobleneſs of the Part 
hurt, Cuſtom, and way of his Pa-

Firſt, For Diet. You muſt or- 
der the Sick to forbear hor, ſharp, 
and biring things, as Wine, ſtrong 
Drink, Spices, Salt, Onions, Gar- 
lick, ec. for theſe, and ſuch lke 
things do too much atrenuate and 
rarifte the Humours, atd make 
them apt for Fluxion. His diet 
ought to be thin and ſlender, tc 
hinder the influx of Humours te 
che hurt part ; for an empty Sto 
mach draws from the parts of the 
Body, eſpecially from thoſe that 
are ncareſt it, and by Conſecution 
even from rhe moſt exrream and 
outward parts: Wherefore atfir 
be ſure the ſick has a very (lende

CI. How to Mitigate the Pain, if it 
ſkould yet remain. 


To this you ought to have re- 
(pe& from the firſt, If the Pain 


be joyned with Inflammarion, (as 


for che moſt part it is) you ought 
to anoint the adjacent parts with 
Palm Oyl, beaten up with juyces of 
Plantane, Poppies, Nightſhade, Hem- 
lock, Henbant, Honflech &, The 
Unguentum Diacalcitzos deſcribed 
by Galen, diffolved with Vinegar, 
and Oyl of Poppies, or Oyl of 
Roſes, 1s as dhe. as the former 
theſe things. are not Narcorick, 
yet will mirigate pain, for that 
they corre a hot diſtemper, and 
ſtop ſharp and bilous Fluxes of - 
Humors to the parr. After the 
Application of them, you may 
apply this Cataplatm. 


Tahe Crums of Bread Soab in 
Cows Milk, a pound and balf ;, boyl 
them a little ; then add Oyles of Roſes 
and Poppies ſeeds, of tach three 
ounces; yalbs of four Egge ; prwaers 
of Red Roſes, of Cammomi! flowers, 
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and of Meliiot, ana, two OMLes 5 
Bayley aud Bran flower, ana, an 
ounce 3 mix and make a Cataplaſm. 
You may alſo make it immediate- 
ly with Crums of bread boyled with 
Oxycrate, and Oyl of Roſes or Poppy 
Seeds. 


CII. Of Wounds made with Arrows, 
Darts, Javelins, &Cc. 


Wounds made, with theſe In- 
ſtrumenrs, ſeldom or never wound 
with conruſion, but they have a- 
nother property which is as bad or 
worſe, being ofren made with 
poyloned Weapons. The forms 
of rhe weapons are very various, 
which ſomerimes makes ſome va- 
ricty in the method of cure. There 
is alſo great difference in the 
wounded part, whether it be 
Fleſhy, Boney, Nervous, Muſcu- 
lous, Tendinous, in a joynt, near, 
or farther off from a joynr, in a 
part more or leſs Noble, as the 
Brain, Lungs, Heart, Stomach, 
Liver, Guts, cc. In all Mortal 
Wounds it will be for your Hon- 
our to forerell the danger 3 yer 
you are not to leave any thing 
unattempred , which may give 
hope of Recovery ;, for as in in- 
ward Diſeaſcs, (o alſo in wounds, 
;t ofren happens, ; that what we 
may give over as de(perate, ſome 
Ignorant Emperick, or an old 
woman, may undertake and cure, 
whereby the fame of the Learned 
Phyſician or Chyrurgeon 1s de- 
prefied, and the Ignorance of the 
other famed for a {ccond AFſcu- 
la)l;ths 


CIIT. How to take a Dart, Javelin, 
Arrow-head, &cs out of the Body, 


You muſt avoid as much as 
may be ,a Butcherly Operation, 
nor cutting, or tearing the Fleſh, 
Veins, Arteries, Nerves or Ten- 
dons, more than needs muſt, leſt 
the By-ſtanders ſhould think that 
you -do more harm with your In- 
ſtruments, than was done with the 
Weapon, which will be a diſpa- 
ragement both to your ſelf and 
Art, The getting our of the wea- 
pon 15 twofold, viz, either by rhe 
way it went in, or through the 
oppoſite ſide,and this 1s called cx- 
pulſion. Afrer the firſt dreſſing 
theſe works muſt be done 3 pur 
the ſick into the ſame poſture he 
was in when he received the 
wound, and having at hand all 
your Inſtruments, as Firſt, A 
pair of Pliers, whoſe handles when 
you preſs together , the ſhanks 
will be divided ( See Tab. VIL. at 
G H.) for theſe rake out an Arrow 
Head, or the head of any weapon 
which is hollow, for the ſhanks 
being divided in that hollowneſs 
will hold the Arrow Head firm and 
faſt, ſo as to draw it' out, Se- 
condly, The Pliers, that are uſed 
in like manner, with a ſcrew 1n 
their handles, which are more 
certain and ſubſtantial ( St Tas. 
VII. at D.) Thirdly, A pair of 
ſmall crooked Pliers, that if the 
wound be oblique, ir may go to 
the botrom of ir,and meering wich 
any ſmall pieces, may rake them 
out, (Ste Tab. VI. at H.) Fourth- 


ly, A Hook, to rake out ſome 
piccecs 
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_ of a Link of a Chain, or 
ayle (which is alſo uſeful in Gun- 
ſhor, where ſuch Rings or pieces 
of Mayle are forced into the 
wound) See the Inſtrument (Tab. 
VI. at O.) The Inſtrument being 
thus faſtned within the hollownels, 
you are by force to pull it our, 
and therewith will come forth the 
Weapons. 


CIV. How to get forth the bead of a 
Pike, Javelin, or Arrow, when 
* it is broken ſhort off. 


This is perform'd by Expulſion, 
for the moſt part, viz. cither 
when ir peirces ſo deep, that it is 
near the oppoſite parr, and with a 
ſmall Incifzon may there be taken 
out ; Or when the head of the 
Weapon is ſo forked, indented. 
or rurned backwards, that if it be 
drawn back again, it will rend 
and rear all before it ; in both 
theſe caſes, Incifion muſt be made 
in-rhe oppoſite part, and the wea- 
pon rauſt be expelled or thruſt 
forth, with a ſtrong knobbed 
Probe. Bur if you muſt of Ne- 
ceſſity uſe Incifion, ( whether in 
dilaring the mouth of the Wound, 
or on che oppoſite fide ) do it as 
carefully as may be, avoiding rhe 
Veſſels and Tendons of the Mul- 
cles, as much as may be. 


CV. What muſt. be done, if the point 
of the Weapon be fixed in a bone, 


In this caſe you muſt gently 
ſhake it, for fear you ſhould 


break its ſharp point and leave if 
in the Bone, aving thus looſened 
t, by gentle ſhaking, then with 
the Crows Beab or the like, you 
you ſhall endeavour to draw it 
out. When it 1s out, preſs out 
the Blood as well as you can ; and 
if much blood follow, fo far ſuffer 
the Flux to continue, as the 
ſirength of the Patient, and the 
condirion of the part affeted will 
permir, for ſo a Cacochymia will 
not ſucceed, and the wound it ſelf 
will be lefs ſubje&t ro Pains, In- 
flammartion, Patrefa&ion, or ſ.:ch 
orher ſymproms, as you mighr 
otherwiſe fear, would artend the 
Cure. 


CVI. What muſt be done if the Weapon 
ſhould be poyſoned. 


Weapons for the moſt part are 
poyloned with hot poyſons, ſeldom 
or never with cold, If it be poy- 
ſoned with a hor poyſon, the 
pain will be beyond meaſure grea- 
rer than if otherwiſe ; as alſo 
pricking and burning like the con- 
tinual flinging of a Bee. The 
wounded fleſh will be of a pallid 
and livid colour, and there will 
be ſome figns of Morrification, be- 
ſides many other malignant ſymp- 
toms, which do not commonly 
accompany wounds of another 
qualiry. In this caſe, as ſoon as 
you have cleared the wound of 
the weapon, and all ſtrange ſub- 
ſtances, you ſhall Scarrifie round 
4»0ut It, frequently and deep 3 
afrer which fer on Cupping Glaties, 

with a great deal of Flame, which

CVII. Of a Gangrene in General. 


A Ganprene upon a Contufion 
comes ſometimes through the 
Errors of the Parient ; ſometimes 
through the fault of the Artiſt, 
and ſometimes from the vehemen- 
cy of the contuſion, and conditi- 
on of che part afſe&ted. The moſt 
general cauſe of a Gangreen, 1s a 
diffolution of the Harmony and 
Temper of the part; and a difli- 
pation of irs Natural Heat, by 
which it is made unfit to receive 
rhe Spirits whether Narural, Vi- 
ral, or Animal, by which it 1s 
nouriſht, and by which ic Lives, 
Moves, and has Senſation ; for be- 
1ng deprived of theſe, it preſently 
Janguiſhes, and not long afcer 
dics, The near or External 
cauſes of a Gangrene are, burnings 
with Fire, ſcalding with Oyl, 
melred Mertals or Water, Gun- 
powder fired, a Fratture, Luxa- 
tion, or notable contuſion, bit- 
ing of Mad or Poylonous Beaſts, 
or Serpents, pricking of a Nerve 
or Tendon, wounds of the Ner- 
vous parts. and of the Joynts, and 
large and deep Wounds, where- 
in the larger Veins and Arteries 
are cut a{pnder; to all which add, 
Porenciaf Poyſons and Caureries as 
Calcanthium, Arſenicb, Sublimate,&c. 
Ligacures ryed roo herd or faſt ; 
Coldneſs of the Ambient Air, 
Narcotick Medicines, &c. The

Remote, Antecedent- or Internal 
Cauſe, 1s the too plentiful] de- 
fluxion of Humors, -hot or cold 
to the part, which ſuffocates the 
innate heat. And that Gangreen 
_—_— 15 moſt incurable, in 
winch the detluxion firſt ſeiſes 
upon the Bone, to wit, the Peri- 
oſtion which covers it, and thence 
takes its Original, infeRing alſo, 
= very ſubſtance of the Bone it 
elf. 


CVIII. The Signs of a Gangreen. 


Firſt, If it comes from a Phleg- 
mone or Inflammation, the Pain 
and Pulſation will ceaſe without 
any evident Cauſe, viz. without 
Reſolution or Suppuration, and 
the ruddy colour will preſently 
become brown and livid. Se- 
condly, If it proceeds from cold, 
chen preſently and on the ſudden 
an acute pricking+ and - burning 
pain invades the part 3 for Pene- 
trabile ſrigus aduvit, and the part 
rurns livid and wan. And if in- 
ſtead of an extraordinary hear, 
that was in the part, it preſent! 

ecomes cold, nummed, ſtupid, 
witha ſenſible horror, as if ſhaken 
by the cold of a Quartane Ague, 
a Gangreen follows ; and if this 
cold increaſe ſo much, that it to- 
rally exringuiſhes the Natural hear, 
thery a Sphacelus or morrification 
will follow upon that Gangreen ; 
and beſides oftentimes, Convulit- 
ons and violent Concuflions of 
the whole body. Thirdly, KW it 
comes from roo hard Ligatures, 
upon Fractures, Luxations or Con-

culions, there is alwayes an hard- 
nels

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neſs accompanying them, trom 
the afflux of Humors ; ſometimes 
lictle Puſtules or Bladders riſe up- 
on the skin near to it, which are 
cauſed by a notable heat, not 
much below a degree of burning. 
The Member alſo, is more heavy 
than it ought to be, becauſe there 
wants Spirits to enliven and ſup- 
port it 3 and if you preſs the Gan- 

rene ſomewhat hard with your 

nger, it will pit, as it is uſual in 


an Ocdema,and a Dropfie. Fourth- | 


ly, If it proceeds from the biting 
of a mad Dog, or other venomous 
creature, an Aneuriſma, the pun- 
Qure of a Nerve, or ſome notable 
wound, eſpecially in a part of 
exquiſite Senſe 3 ir is known by 
the ſame ſigns, as if it had pro- 
cceded from a Phlegmone. 


CIX, The Prognoſlicks of a Gangrene. 


The rage and malignity of a 
Gangrene 1s ſuch, that in a ſhore 
rime it will not only kill che part 
affeted 3 bur by its contagion 
ſeiſes alſo the adjacent parts, and 
in no long time the whole body ; 
for a Gangrene is ſo pernicious 
and malignant, that ir overturns 
all it meers with, and therefore 
a ſtop muſt be immediately pur ro 
Its progreſs. Bur if the Patient 
ſhall have a cold ſwear upon his 
whole body, is raken with a Deli- 
rium, cannot Sleep, has an Hic- 
cough, with mamifold Belchings, 
is overtaken with frequent Faint- 
'ings and Swoonings, and ſome- 
times Convulſions, or extream 
Sickneſs. ar Heart, you may con- 
clude that Dcath 1s at the Door ; 


for all rheſe ſymptoms are cauſed, 
from the mahlgnity ariſing from 


| the Poyſon of the Gangrene, and 


rating through innumerable 


es, ſeiſes upon the Heart and 
Vical Spirits. 


CX. Of the Cure of a Gangrene 
beſore Mortification. 


Firſt, If a Gangrene be bur in 
beginning, you may bathe and 
foment the part well with this. 
Take Powtrs of Amber four ounces 5 
Spirit of Antiaſthmaticis half an ounce; 
mix them, Or this, Take refiified 
Syb1it of Wine ſix ounces 3 Limewater 
two ounces z Spirit of. Salarmoniack 
half an ounce to an ounce; mix them. 
The uſe of theſe things have often 
prevented a Gangrene , whilſt 
coming, and ſtopt irs progreſs 
whilſt going on. Secondly, If ir 
proceeds from inward Cauſes, pre- 
(cribe a good Dier, Diet-Drink, 
Purging, Altering, &c. as you 
ſee need ; fortifie and corroborate 
the Heart, and defend it from the 
Tranſmiſſion of Vapours, ariſing 
from the affeRed part, by inward 
Cordials, bathing wittrthe Powers 
of Amber, Roſemary, Rhodium, An- 
gelica, &c. Thirdly, If it pro- 
ceeds from a plentiful influxion 
of Humors, as in a great Phleg- 
mon, or the l:ke, begin the Cure 
by evacuating and drying up of 
humors which have putrefied in 
the part 3 and to this purpoſe 
put muſt uſe Scarificarions or In- 
ciſions, more or leſs deep, as the 
condition of the Gangrene ſhall 
require, that the part being thus 


di:burthened of the many Hu- 
L.1 3 mors 
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mors offending it, may be the 
more eaſily dried, and prepared 
for healing, Theſe Incifions make 
with the Incifion-knife, deep and 
manifold, if rhe Gangrene is Grear, 
Profound, and near to Mortifica- 
fication, or reaching near to a 
bone; bur you muſt have a care 


ro avoid the moſt eminent Veins, 


Arteries and Nerves, (unleſs they 
be really mortified) making your 
Inciſions 1n the ſpaces between 
them 3 if the Gangrene be les, 
uſe only Scarifications, which 
when done, you ſhall fomenr the 
part with Wine, Vinegar, where- 
with you ſhall boy] Radi> Roxts, 
and Roots of Contra yerua, Serpenta- 
Tia, Arum, Sigillum Salmonis, Ele- 
campane, Auripigmentam, and the 
like, For theſe ſharp Medicines 
do powerfully warm, reſolve and 
draw, not only viſcous and flimy 
Hamors, bur alſo congealed blood, 
from the bottom of the Gangrene 
to the ſuperficies, which wculd 
otherwiſe ſtop the paſſages of the 
Spirits, -by which the Native Hear 
would be extinguiſhed 3 bur in 
this Operation, you muſt be cau- 
rious , tliat with the congealed 
biood, you draw not the live 
blood cur of the Veines 3 and 
therefore you muſt be careful that 
you uſe not theſe Drawers, till 
_ are ſure that the influx of 

lood is ſtayed. Tf the contufion 
be bur ſmall, apply co it a Plaiſter 
made of Beers Wax mixed with 
powders, made of Cummin ſeed , 
Cloves and Zidoary. Or you may 
apply this followinz Emplaſter , 
which does powerfully diſſctve 
Grumo is and Congealed Blood. 
Take black pitch two ounces, Gum 
Elem, one ounce and balf 3 liquid

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Storax, Common Turpentine, ana half 
an ounce; Powder of Sulphur Viug 
one ounce z melt them together and 
ſpread them upon Leather, 


CXI. What muſt be done, when upon 
Scarrification , the blood comes 
forth freely. 


You are to let it ifſue till you 
think the part well diſcharged, 
then foment it with Medicines, 
which will warm, dry, reſolve, 
deterge and open, whereby the 
putrefaftion may be checkt and 
corrected ; ler rhem alſo be ſubnil, 
to penetrate and conſume, the 1n- 
dwelling virulency. For this pur- 
poſe, Lye made of Oak Alhes, with 
Lupines boiled in it till they are tender, 
is very proper. Or, Tabe Salt- 
water, boyl in it Aloes, and Egypti- 
acum, adding in the end of the boy/ing 
a little Spirit of Wine, For S. V. 
and calcined Virriol are excellent 
Remedies againſt a Gangrene. Or, 
Tabe the beſt Vinegar a pint ; Honey

CXII., Of the Manner of Amput ation. 


The Sick being of a ſtrong and 
2ood Conſtitution, and nor low 
Spirited, you (hall place him con- 
veniently for che Operation, and 
firmly, then draw up the ſound 
parts of his Body, and bind the 
parc with a faſt and ſomewhar 
painful Ligature, a litle above the 
place where the Incifton ſhall be 
made, Ict the Ligarure be ſtrong, 
and ſomething broad like to a Wo- 
mans Filler, For ic Firſt holds 
the Muſcles together with the 
Skin, ſomewhat up, which when 
che Operation 1s over, fall down 
again, and cover the extremities 
of the divided bones. Secondly, 
It induces a more ſpeedy healing,

Fourthly, It brings a kind of Stu- 
por upon the part, and abates for 
time, that quickneſs of Senſe, 
which otherwiſe there would be, 
by ſtopping up the paſſages of 
the Animal Spirits. . All things 
being thus diſpoſed , you hall 
with the Diſmembering Knife, 
by a ſudden and quick motion 
cut the fleſh round to the bone 
(See Tab, VIIL. at F. ) but be- 
cauſe ſometimes among the bones, 
there lyes ſome part of the Mul- 
cles, which cannor eafily be come 
ar, with this lnſtrument, nor with

The method of the Ancients for 
performing of this thing, was by 
Cauterizing with Red hot Irons, 
which infallibly does the work ; 
but it 15 an Operation of ſuch Hor- 
ror and Cruelty, by reaſon of the 
intolerable pain which it puts the 
Patient ro, that it is not without 
great reaſon and neceſſity to be at- 
rempted, for that the Cautery 
being applyed to a Nervous parr, 
the vehement impreſſion of the 
fire, will be ſuddenly communi- 
cated ro the Viſcera, or Noble 
Parts, whence many dire Symp- 
roms, as, Faintings, cold Sweats, 
Swooning, Convulſions, &c. fol- 
low, and oftentimes death it ſelf; 
and Pareus fajth, that he had 
ſcarcely known the third part of 
ſuch as had been cauterized with 
theſe red hot Irons, to have eſca- 
ped it 3 and thoſe who did eſcape, 
ir was not without great difficulty, 
for that they are often afflicted 
with Feavers, Convulſions, and 


upon the falling off of the Eſchar, 
a new Flux of Blood, which forces 
the Cauſticks ro be applyed again, 
&c. For this Reaſon (faith he)

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CXV. How to flop the Flux, by ty- 
ing the ends of the Veſſels. 


You muſt take hold of the 
ends of the Veſſels by rhe Crows- 
Bill Plyers, ( See Tab, I. at O. ) 
and tye them with a double and 
ſtrong thread 3 then looſen the 
Ligarure you made above the 
place of the Amputation. This 
done, with a ſharp Needle and 
Thread, you ſhall with four Stit- 
ches, raken deep into the tleſh, 
and croſſed like the Letter X , 
ſew up the fleſh and skin, ſome- 
har loofly, to cover the end of 
the Bone, rhat ir rake nor the 
Air. If you ſhould endeavour to 
draw the fleſh cloſe, and make the 
kin meet, the Stirches would 
break our, and the work muſt 
then be done again anew ; beſides 
way muſt be lefr for ſome matter 
to come forth, or elſe, rhe wound 
would not heal. Bur if by acci- 
dent or for want of Care, any of 
the Veſſels which your ryed be 
lboſned, you muſt again put on 
the Ligature with the Filler, as 
you did at firſt; then having a 
Needle four inches long, ſquare 
pointed, with ſharp edges, in a 
readineſs, with a ſtrong thread, 
three or four times double in ir, 
with it you ſhall knit the looſned 
veſſels, thus . marking where the 
Veſſel lyes 3 enter your Needle on 
the our ſide of the fleſh oppoſite 
to 1c, and ſomewhat deep, bur 
half a fingers breadth, wide on 
one fide, and guide your Needle 
obliquely rowards the Veſlel, that 


it may iſſue again immediately, 
beyond the Orifice of it, then 
enter your Needle agairr within 
leſs rhan a ſtraws breadth, where 
it firit iſſued, and guide it ob- 
liquely, under the Vellel ( ſome- 
thing deep likewiſe ) and put it 
forth a whole fingers breadth 
from the place where the firſt 
ſticch entred, ſo ſhall you have 
the two ends of your Thread, 
on the ourſide of the Fleſh, and 
a fingers breadth diſtance. In 
this diſtance, lay a Pledget of a 
fine Rag twice or thrice double, 
and then knir the, ends of your 
Thread in a- faſt knot upon the 
Pledger, ſtraining them Aa little, 
by which the Veſſel will be 
compreſt, that it cannor bleed ; 
and the Pledger, will keep the 
knot from hurting the fleſh. 


CXVI. Another way to flop the 
Flux of Blood. 


This is done without any Cau- 
terizing or tying the mouths of 
the Veſſels only by applying a 
large quantity of Line dipt in 
Oyl of Ti:rpentine, upon the part, 
and round about it; then put- 
ring over all, a ſtrong Oxe Blad- 
der, moiſtned with Water mixt 
with Spirit of Wine, and fo bind- 
ing it firmly on, ſo that nothing 
of any blood or humor may iſſue 
out 3 by this means there will be a 
ſudden coagulation of the blood, 
beyond expeRation; which if ir 
be afrerwards managed accordin

they muſt Scale. Therefore at a 
fir time, with an AQual Cautery, 
viz. a red hot Iron, you muſt ſear 
them, but do ir with that care, 
that you touch no part of the fleſh 
or Veſſels.
